Collins and Rudolph fled, and on March 
t, 1903, were arrested at Hartford, 
Conn. They were brought to St. Louis for 
safe keeping. One week before the time 
set for the trial, Rudolph made a sensa- 
tional escape from the St. Louis jail and 
was recaptured in Kansas about a month 
azo. In the meantime Collins had been 
tried on the charge of participating in 
the killing of Schumacher, convicted and 
sentenced to death.

He is a friend of the 
working man, but is ready to enforce the 
laws when the business imterests are at- 
tacked; and as such he today forms a 
part of the grist which is being here 
ground out between the upper and nether 
mill stones of capital and labor. Indeed, 
it may be because the grinding is so 
hard that he {fs tired of the job. At least 
he tells me that he is so and wants to 
retire, 

The governing of Chicago !s no small 
matter and its worrles have begun to 
sprinkle the mayor's hair with gray. This 
is no goody-goody Sunday school town, 
and its two fthillion people need careful 
supervision. The city covers a vast area. 
It has 4,000 miles of streets, 2,000 miles 
of sgwers and it costs about $32,000,000 
a year to pay its running expenses. The 
mayor has 12,000 employees under him, 
and there are also the city council and 
subordinate officers, but it is Carter Har- 
rison who does the thinking and acting, 
and it is he who gets the blame. 

Chicage the Great Strike Center. 

The reason of my call was to ask about 
the laber situation. I began with: ‘Mr. 
Matyor, why is Chicago the strike center 
ef the United States? There are more 
labor troubles here than fn any othei 
place in the country?” 

“One reason,’’ said Mayor Harrison, ‘‘is 
that we do more business than any other 
piace, and also fhat our business is more 
diversified. Chicago is perhaps the man- 
ufacturing center of the United States. 
It has great factories and factories of 
almost every kind. Pittsburg, for in- 
stance, leads the country in fron making, 
but we have the Illinois Stee] Company 
here, which is one of the largest in the 
world. We do more packing than: any 
Other city, and we have car works, fur- 
niture works, and, In fact, almost every 
kind of works. The result is that mn 
there is a strike in any branch of busi- 
ness the Chicago branch of that business 
strikes in sympathy. This gives us a va- 
riety of strfkes, which are magnified by 
some of the newspapers, whose Ssensa- 
tional reports are telegraphed al] over 
the country.’’ 

Picketing the Dead. 

‘Then Chicago is not as bad as it is 
painted?’ said I. 

“No, it is not,” replied Mayor Harri- 
son. “It is not an angel citv, but it Is 
far from being the devil city that some 
people who have never been here think 
{t to be. On the whole, it is about as 
good a city as any in the country and 
just about as full of Christian charity, 
common decency, good order and broth- 
erly love.” 


“But you certainly have many violent 
How about 


ets about the houses of the dead to keep 
non-union men from aiding In their inter- 
ment?’’ 

“Most of these stories are lies,”’ said 
Mayor Harrison. “The union drivers did 
not refuse to drive hearses, as has been 
alleged. They would not drive the car- 
riages, but it was the liverymen who held 


| back the hearses, saying they would not

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let them go out without the carriages 
went, too. “All such statements were ex- : 
aggerations, As to the picketing the 
dead, as soon ag I heard there was any 
danger of such a thing, I ordered the po- 
lice to gee that no stragglers or persons 
with evil intent were allowed to linger 
about within two blocks of any house in 
which there2was a death or withinthat dis. 
tance of a church where a funeral cer- 
emony was being held. 

“And then,” continued the mayor, "why 
single out Chicago for the sole condem- 
nation of the public when other cities have 
been equally guilty as to strikes In re- 
spect to funerals! The same was the 
case in 8t. Louis; but so far Chicago 
has received all the opprobrium and Bt. 
Louis is hardly mentioned.’’ 

The Non-Unionists in Chicago. 

“How does your labor compare with 
that of other cities as te peace and quiet 
ness?’’ . 

“It is just about the game,” said Mayor 
Harrisan. ‘If we have more strikes it 
is only because we haye more mén and 
more business.’’ | , 

“How about the non-union man; has he 
any chance for work in Chicago?" 

“Yes. We have a large number of es- | 
tablishments which emplWy non-union 
men only, and many which employ both 
unionists and non-unionists. ‘The non.- 
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unfon worker not only gets a job here, 
but he {s protected in it, all statements 
to the contrary notwithstanding.’’ 

“Could a non-union factory be started 
in Chicago with any hope of success?”’ 

“Yes, if that suecess depended solely on 
the use of non-union workmen. Its men 
would not be molested and it would have 
as fair a show in that regard as any 
union factory. As to the financial results, 
these would lie with the owners of the 
business*and their management there- 
ae 

A Word from Organized Labor. 

“Do vou think, Mr. Harrison, that trade 
unionism has, on the whole, benefited the 
workmen of Chicago?’ 

“Yes, I do,”’ replied the mayor. “I think 
organized labor has done much to tn:iprove 
the condition of our working classes. It 
has caused them to be more respected, it 
Les increased their wages and shortened 
their hours of work. At the same time I 
do not deny that organized labor has 
abused its privileges. This it has done at 
times, but I have no doubt that on the 
whole the movement has been for the good |

‘But can you hold the unlon men back 
from violence at times of strikes?” 

“T do not like the form of that ques- 
tion,’’ said the yOung mayor. ‘The un- 
icns disclaim aj]] responsibility for acts 
of violence. I will eay, however, that 
we.can hold and do hold every het-head 
among the strikers in check, and that we 
propose to do so if it requires the whole 
police force of the city. In our last great 
railway strike the leaders of the unions 
came to me before the strike was declared 
and sald that it would be run on peace- 
ful methods.

“No, I don’t think so. we 
have a bad system of punishments here, 
allowing the judges to give indeterminate 
sentences—that is, they send a man to 
prison for a term based upon good be- 
havior, and this opens up chances for 
influence, or pull as ft fs called, to aid in 
hig release, That, however, is an evil of 
the law and not of the executive. 

Need the Golden Rule. 

“One of the great troubles in these 
conflicts of labor and capital,”’ Mr. Har- 
rison went on, “is that both laborer and 
capitalist are too often liberal. brutal, 
or, to say the least, too inconsiderate of 
the rights of the other. I wish I could 
show you the letters I get from both 
sides. I have some from 
nouncing their employers, and I have 
some from the employers advising me to 
quell strikes by means of gatling guns, 
rifles and cold steel. Some of them ask 
me te have the police fira at the mob 
and shoot to kill. Such men are worse 
than the werst of the strikers. It does 
me good te write them what I think of

Fifteen Hundred Families Im- 
prisoned at Grand Rapids 


Ten Thousand Employees Are Out of 
Work and the Loss Is Estimated 
at $1,500,000—River. Is 
Five Miles in 
Width. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., March 26.—This 
city is in darkness tonight. Grand river 
is still rising; 3,000 buildings are flooded; 
1,500 families are imprisoned in their 
homes on the west side, and 10,000 em- 
ployees are out of work. The estimated 
loss is $1,500,000. Leaving its banks 
near the Grand Trunk bridge, near the 
north end of the city, the Grand river 
has cut for itself a new and shorter 
channel down through the west side, and 
in places the current runs so swiftly that 
a boat cannot cross. 

South of the city the river is five miles 
wide. Every bridge and dam on the 


| Grand river between this city and Lans- 


ing has been carried out. 

Train service is demoralized. The Grand 
Rapids and Indiana railroad is practi- 
cally the only road open to the south, 
but is completely cut off from the north 
by several miles of water upon its 
tracks. 

At Ionia the Grand river has risen three 
feet since yesterday, and there is ap- 
parently no relief in sight. 

The temperature tonight !s falling 
rapidiy, and ice is forming in the flooded 
district, where. the water has reached as 
high as the lower story ceilings of a 
great number of residences. The cold 
will cause great suffering among the im- 
prisoned people in these houses without 
means of heating.

Frederick Bauer, leg broken; Charles 
Hildebrand, badly bru:sed; Henry Bohi- 
sen, Jr., cut by flying glass; Gus Wilber- 
ding, bruised; Benjamin Rittman, patrol- 
man, jaw injured; Alexander Lawson, 
bruised. 

Sixty Miles an Hour. 

The storm was central over the central 
Mississippi and Ohfo valleys, and, ac- 
cording to the weather bureau, has mov- 


; ed northeastward to the Atlantic, with 


a cold wave close on its hee’s. In Louis- 
Ville the wind attained a velocity of 60 
miles and hour and the rain fell in tor- 
rents, accompanied by heavenly pyro- 
technics terrifying to the timid. The en- 
tire city was for a time flooded, Third 
avenue, near the confederate monument, 
being 3 feet deep in water. Street car 
service was suspended for several hours 
and one or two lines remaing at a stand- 
still. The roof of the main buliding at 
the indutrial school of reform was blown 
completely off, falling clear of the build- 
ing on the ground, and a panic ensued 
among the one hundred boys sleeping in 
that section of the school. The boys, 
when they heard the roar of the wind 
and the cresn of the failing roof, began 
a rush for the ground floor. They were 
finally stopped without anv one bein 

injured. The building was fiooded. i 

Two hundred and forty-five inmates o 
the Masonic Widows and Orphans’ home 
were marched into the center of the 
building after the storm had torn away 
a part of the. roof, It- was feared the 
building would -collapre. 

Ten Houses Unroofed. 

In an area of a dozen squares, of 
which Preston street and the Louisville 
and Nashville raffoad crossing is the 
central point, tenjhouses were unroofed 
and several persons. were hurt. 

The residence.of Henty Duburg, on the 
Eighteenth street road, a mile from the 
city limits, was blown away and his 
family of eight had a remarkable escape 
from death. Near the Duburg home Alex- 
ander Lawson was caught under the 
debris of his wrecked home and severely 
injured. 

Reports from various parts of the city 
indicate that about one hundred and 
fifty houses were more or less damaged. 
A part of the distilery of Bernhetm 
Bros, was unroofed and the wires of 
both telegraph companies from Louis- 
ville to the south were laid low. 

The roof of the grand stand at Churchill 
Downs and several of the stables were 
slightly damaged, but the secretary 
states that they will be replaced tin per- 
fect condition soon. 

The damage from Louisville was great- 
est from Preston east to Seventh and 
from Ormsby scuth into the country. 


Through the State. 

Reports of damage throughout the 
state were received during the day. At 
Owensboro John Batt, a street car motor- 
man was badly injured by the wall of 
a building falling on him. The warehouse 
of the Continental Tobacco Company 
there was unroofed and many thousand 
pounds of tobacco ruined by water.

nomination, ang he was convfnced from 
the closest personal investigation of the 
matter, that if nominated, Judge Parker 
would sweep New York state for his par- 
ty. He further knew it to be true that 
Judge Parker is the choice of the New 
York democracy, and that under present 
conditions, the democratic party of the 
country must look to New York or some 
state north of the Mason and Dixon line, 
and east of Washington, to furnish the 
nominee this year, if we are to be allowed 
to entertain the slightest hope of suc- 
cess. Mr. Smith said he understood ths 
meeting to be a general effort to bring 
all of the Parker people and all of the 
Parker clubs of the state together in one 
concerted movement, and that with this 
done and active work inaugurated, there 
was no reason to doubt that Judge Par- 
ker would secure the votes of the Geor- 
gia delegation to the next national con- 
vention. He was not prepared to say 
whether or not this etate should send an 
instructed delegate to St. Louis, but he 
did know that Georgia should send only 
such men as would not betray her to any 
radical or impossible candidate. 

Speeches were also made by Judge 
Spencer R. Atkinson, of Atlanta, Hon. 
A. C. Stone, of Walton; Hon. H. A. Dean, 
of GainesvUle; Judge A. L. Miller, of 
Macon, and others. These speeches were 
all anti-Hearst, and favorable to Judge 
Parker.

Mercer and D. N. McCullough, was ap- 
pointed to formulate plans for perma- 
nent organization.

Paris, March 26.—A protest at the re- 
cent utterances of the pope against 
France was made today by M. Nisard, the 
ambassador of France at the vatican, to 
Papal Secretary of States Merry de] Val.

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ALABAMA INDUSTRIAL NEWS. 


Practicaly All Plants Are Taxed to Limit of Capacity. 
Already 150,000 Tons of Pig Iron Sold for 
Future Delivery. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 26.—(Special.* 
There has been greater activity in real 
estate the past week than for the past 
twelve months, and this has given a good 
feeling in all the branches of trade. The 
property changing hands, and the high 
class of purchasers who are investing. 


‘gives an air of increased confidence to all 


who have heretofore doubted the great 


future of Birmingham. 

It is apparent, too, that the property 
changing hands has not been for specula- 
tion, but in most cases have been made 
for a permanent investment. The prices 
paid were not high, and in most instances 
paying an 8 per cent investment, after 
taxes and insurance. 

Money is easy for real estate collaterals, 
and loans can be negotiated without trou- 
ble at from 6% to 6% per cent for five or 
six years. 

The merchants have purchased larger 
spring stocks than ever before and re- 
port trade was never better. 

The great combine of the three large 
fron and coal companies seems for the 
present to be forgotten, and what a few 
weeks ago seemed to be a bad thing for 
the district, is now thought will be of 
benefit. The enthusiastic Birminghamer 
now declares that a combination will be 
beneficial to the district and no matter 
whether consolidation comes or not all 
the industries will go on and prosper. 


Industries on Full Time. 


Bave the rolling mill and Olive furnace, 
which belongs to the Reputlic Iron and 
Steel Company, all the coal mines,’ fron 
mines and furnaces in the district are run- 
uing full time and disposing of the prod- 
ucts at fair prices. 

The Alabama Steel and Wire Company, 
controlled by the Schulers at Ensley, and 
which has been idle for a long time, is be- 
ing put in shape for active work and in 
ten days will be giving work to two thou- 
gpand skilled workmen.

Ensley Plant To Get New Men. 


The steel plant at Ensley, which has 
been shut down for a week, will resume 
operations the first of next week. The 
company advertised for men to teke the 
place of those who laid off pending a set- 
tlement, and have received a large num- 
ber of applications for work in the steel 
mill. The old men will not be employed, it 
is said, and the seven furnaces which 


j have been shut down will be operated by 


new men, who are willing to work at the 
prices offered. 

The increased @demand for pig iron and 
the increased price, as well; puts every- 
body in the industrial district in a happy 
frame of mind. Announcement has been 
made by those who are posted that 150;000 
tons have been sold in the district for fu- 
ture delivery, and that the Sloss-Sheffield 
company has sold for delivery during the 
second quarter 90,000, which will keep them 
running for three months without anoth- 
er order. Iron shipments are very heavy 
now and the money for it is flowing back 
into the district. 

Remarkable activity is being shown at 
all the ndustrial plants in the district, and 
compared with last year the outlook is 
propitious. For months last year many 
and perhaps most of the industrial plants 
were running on half time, but now every- 
thing is being run to its full capacity. This 
gives a big pay roll and this gives pros- 
perity. It is now predicted that the one 
million per month pay roll will be had 
during the year. 

New Depot for the B. and A. 

In new railroad building there is just 
now not much doing, save on the Birm- 
ingham and Atlanta, which 1s being push- 
ed as fast as money can do it. It is now 
grading the street on Avenue A in this 
city, and has torn away the old buildings 
on the corner of A and 20th street and 
proposing to erect a depot one hundred 
feet deep and four hundred feet long. The 
location is the best one in the city, being 
only one block from the union depot, 
fronting on 20th street, the main thor- 
oughfare, and running west on Avenue A 
to 19th street. It is confidently expected 
that this new road will be hauling freight 
and passengers to and from Atlanta to 
Birmingham by the early fall, thus giving 
another strong link between two of the 
coming greatest cities of the south. 

Several short lines or spur tracks are 
being built by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and the Southern, to new openings 
of mines and other industries contiguous 
to their main lines, which will act as feed- 
ers for freight and be of great benefit to 
the several main lines. 

Unless all signe of prosperity fail, and 
notwithstanding the fact that this is pres- 
idential year, when Gepression is usually 
looked for, the outlook in Alabama is 
good, very good.

NEW COTTON CAPITAL 


EBRUARY !, 1895, July cotton 

F cicwes in New Qrieans at 5.37. Feb- 

ruary |, 1904, July cotton closed in 
New Orleans at 18.50. 

The average price fer spot cotton in 
New Orleans for the month of February, 
1895, was 5 cents. The average price for 
spot cotton in New Orleans in February, 
1904, was 14.50. As late as November 
3, 1897, spot cotton sold in New Orleans 
for 4.75. 

The prices prevailing in the New York 
market on the dates named were prac~- 
tically the same as those given for New 
Orleans. The crop of 1894-95 was in 
round numbers 9,000,000 bales, while the 
crop of 1903-04 was 10,000,000 bales. 
The cotton crop of 1903-04 was worth 
$150,000,000 for 10,000,000 bales while the 
11,0000,000 bale crop of 1898-99 only 
brought $325,000,000. Considering that 
there has been no war seriously affecting 
the commerce or finances of the country; 
that there has been no radical] changes in 
tariffs or political policies, and that in- 
dustrial conditions, while healthy, have 
been normal and within the lines of legit- 
imate development, the advance in the 
price of cotton from 4% cents in No- 
vember, 1897, to 15 cents on February 
1, 1904, is hardly less than phenomenal. 
Cotton is the south’s chief agricultural 
product, known as its money crop, and 
one of the most important staples of the 
world’s commerce, The advance Of cot- 
ton from 6 to !5 cents within less than 
a decade, if the 15-cent level is main- 
tained,. with the accompanying transfer 
of the power to control prices from New 
York to New Orleans, will in effect be 
a commercial revolution; and if the con 
ditions thus created become permanent, 
the cotton growing states will have ac- 
complished the greatest achievement in 
their history and New York lost the flag- 
ship of her commercial fleet. 

Cotton is today the predominant sub- 
ject in the markets of the world, and 
no branch of agriculture or commerce is 
commanding equal attention or causing 
go much speculation. What the world 
wants to know about cotton is what 
forced it from 5 to 15 cents within seven 
years; are present prices justified by 
existing conditions, and if so, will con- 
ditions be changed and the prices re- 
duced by increased production in future 
crops. These are questions of vital mo- 
ment to farmer, manufacturer and finan- 
cier. 

A lfttle history and the logic of events 
may help to suggest answers to these 
questions. Before the civil war the south 
raised cotton with its slave labor and 
was content to let the prices be fixed 
by New York and Liverpool factors, and 
the spinning done by New Endland and 
old England manufacturers; the cost or 
production was small; the prices recefv- 
ed were fair; the cotton raisers were 
satisfied and livygd at their ease: After 
the war the south knew nothing else and 
resumed cotton raising with hired help 
and tenant labor. Notwithstanding the 
fact that the southern states produced 
more than 85 per cent of the commer- 
cia] cotton of the world, and that one of 
the country’s leaders of industrial 
thought has declared that the production 
of raw material is the most unprofitable 
of all employments, for a third of a 
century the south continued to sell {ts 
raw cotton to New York and Liéverpool to 
be manufactured by New England and 
old England for whatever price New York 
and Liverpoo, said it was worth. There 
was some excuse for this in the many dif- 
ficulties the south had to overcome as a 
result of the civil war, not the least of 
which was poverty. The southerners had 
never been merchants or manufacturers 
and besides having no money, knew noth- 
ing of financing or manufacturing their 
cotton crop; today her bankers and mer- 
chants are the shrewdest in the coun- 
try, her hills studded with cotton mills 
and her textile schools the equal of any. 


From the termination of the civil war 
till 1896 ~the south raised and sold 
cotton at varying prices with varying 
fortunes. In 1895 the crisis camé, cottun 
went to 5 cents less than the cost of 
production and the cotton states be 
came practically bankrupt. Planters dis- 
charged their hired help and sent their 
wives and daughtérs to the field and 
the best cotton land in the south was 
hardly worth its taxes. Suffering under 
this state of affairs, the south determined 
to become its own cotton manufacturer 
and began to invest what surplus money 
it had in spinning and weaving plants, and 
to induce the investment of what outside 
capital it could in the same direction, 
and the result has been the building o, 
hundreds of mills in the cotton states 
since 1895. The building of mills tn the 
soufh, the general improvement in bust- 
ness conditions and the increased con 
Sumption of American cotton goods in 
foreign coun@%s have all had their tn- 
fluence In the advancement of cotton 
prices, but these forces, potent as they 
have been, could not have been strong 
enough per se to have advanced prices 
300 per cent in seven years, New Or. 
leans claims and is given credit for 
having had more to do with the forcing 
up of prices over the eastern ‘and foreign 
bears than any other agency, and New 
Orleans dealers declare that in so doing 
they have broveht cotton to its proper 
level from an outrageously low price and 
rendered the south an incomparable gser- 
vice. They deny that there has been any 
efement of speculation in their bull cam- 
paigns and that there is a single spec-

prices, but that !5 cents cotton ts resting 
firmly but securely upon a solid founda- 
tion of true and permmnent business 
conditions. 

In connection with these contentions, a 
brief review of the New Orleans bul! 
campaign is interesting and enlightening. 
In 1890 the first bull pool was formed 
in New Orleans and got control of the 
market and forced prices from 5 cents 
to 9 cents a pound. In November, !902, 
the greater part of the cotton trade 
reached the conclusion that the crop 
would be a large one, experts estimating 
that it would go from 11,500,000 bales to 
11,750,000 bales and that the consump- 
tion of American cotton would not be 
over 10,900,000 bales. These estimates 
came from high sources and the effect 
on prices was decidedly depressing and 
the prosperity of the south seriously 
threatened. Léading New Orleans opera- 
tors, among them W. P, Brown and 
Frank B. Hayne, the famous bull leaders, 
took issue with staticians on their esti- 
mates of both production and consump- 
tion. Mr. Hayne issued a circular esti- 
mating the crop at 10,000,000 bales and 
consumption at 11,000,000 bales and de- 
claring that cotton at preyalling prices 
vas selling too low. This was the first 
gun fired on the skirmish border tn what 
proved to be one of the flercest commer- 
cial battles ever fought in the United 
States. <A steady liquidation was going 
on in New York, and New Orleans firms 
were receiving thousands of bales of spot 
cotton against their March and May con- 
tracts. It was no unusual thing to see 
spot cotton from South Carolina unload- 
ed in New Orleans, delivered against fu- 
ture contracts and immediately reloaded 
and sent back to its original shipping 
point. . 


Messrs. Hayne and Brown with un 
abated confidence that conditions justified 
higher prices and a realization that what- 
ever the situation might be that if some- 
thing was not done to counteract the 
effect, the steady New York liquidation 
and stay the tide of sinking prices, that 
another season of 4 or 5 cents cotton was 
inevitable, formed a pool of the heaviest 
New Orleans. Holders determined to 
hold cotton to what they considered its 
proper level or spend thefr last cent in 
the effort. This pool was not as general- 
ly understood for the purpose of buying 
cotton to corner the market, but to lqutf- 
date contracts already held so that one 
Qperator would not put his holdings on 
the market at a time that {t would bs 
against the interest of another. All of 
the larger New Orlean’s holders joined 
the pool and some from other Louisiana 
and Texas points. The generalship and 
management of the campaign was turned 
over to W. P. Brown and Frank B. 
Hayne, Mr. Brown handling the New 
Orleans market and Mr. Hayne going to 
New York. They had absolute authority 
over the holdings of the pool and not a 
pound of cotton was bought or sold by 
any of the combination except through 
them. Mr. Hayne went to New York on 
June 20, 1903, to arrange for whatever 
funds the pool might need to cover ths 
cotton they knew would be tendered them 
in the New York market on June 25, 
“July tender day,” the bulk of the 
amount having already been raised in 
New Orleans and secured from foreign 
correspondents, The New York banks 
would not listen to a proposition to lend 
money on cotton and the pool was reduced 
to its own resources. On “July tender 
day” as expected 95,000 bales were ten- 
dered the pool in New York and the no- 
tices promptly stopped. On the same 
day 36,000 bales of spot cotton wers 
tendered in New Orleans and stopped 
with equal promptness. The New York 
press, which up to this time had taken 
little or no notice of the New Orleans 
pool, became excited and alarmed at tho 
transaction of “July tender day,” and 
some of the strongest, most conservative 
financial papers in the city denounced 
the southerners as “Interlopers, bandits, 
pirates, highwaymen with bludgeons, de- 
stroyers of the commerce of the coun- 
try,” ete. They advised spinners not to 
buy a pound till the New Orleans pool 
bursted, as being only a bubble ft would 
soon do. Just as they overestimated the 
danger of the movement, however, they 


underestimated the strength of the pool | 


and Brown and Hayne soon had New 
York where {ft could not get 75,000 bales 
for any purpose. In September, 1903, 
Daniel J. Sully, of New York, joined the 
bull movement an& become the most ag- 
gressive operator on that side of the 
market. The details of the campaign are 
history the world over; the pool was 
completely successful and 1/8 cents cot- 
ton was the result. 

To the question is 18 cents cotton justi- 
fled by conditions, and will the staple 
maintain its present level, New Orleans 
answers “‘yes,’’ and the south sends back 
the echo. New Orleans says that cotton 
has been too low, that it has been held 
down by false statsticians and speculative 
manipulation, that it is on a true and 
safe level and fTiere {t will remain. New 
Orleans contends that she will be able 
to control prices in the future and in 
support of her claims, cites her $66,000, - 
000 of bank deposits. Attention is also 
called to the fact that the south is now 
rich, that the country banks are full of 
money, the merchants strong and pros- 
perous and the farmers out of debt and 
able to hold their cotton till they get 
thelr price and choose to sell it. In ‘I- 
lustrating the independence of the south 
a recent writer has figured that the pres- 
ent cotton crop has brought enough in 
excess of 8 per cent, the profit bearing 
price, to give each soul in the cotton 
statea between $5 and $10 spending 
money. 

In support of his contention that the 
price of cotton fs not too high, and will 
remain at its present level, Frank B. 
Hayne says: 

“The foreign trade and spinners not 
being familiar with conditions in the 
south are misled by acreage. The 
acreage last year was the largest since 
the civil war, and still the crop was only 
10,000,000 bales, as against over 1|1,000,- 
000 in 1899 and 1900. It may as well be 
frankly admitted that the acreage this 
year will be the largest ever planted, and 
it will not surprise me to-see a 15,000,000- 
bale crop predicted by the statiticians, 
but it is my judgment that, regardless of 
what is planted and raised, it will be im- 
possible to get labor to harvest more 
than 10,500,000 bales. Outside of the 
south, it is not understood that the build- 
ing of cotton mills, factories, railroads 
and other industrial development has 
made such a draft on farm labor that it 
is becoming alarmingly scarce. Indeed, 
the scarcity of farm labor and the in- 
creasing demand for t{ndustrial labor in 
the south are so great that I hbhelieve 
that it will not be ten years until]. it 
will be necessary to Import labor to raise 
and gather the cotton crop. The cotton 
must be grown in the south, as it is 
the only place it can be gréwn, but } 
expect to see the day at no distant time 
when it, will be necessary to import labor 
with which to cultivate and harvest it.” 

W. P. Brown is just as strOng that 
there will be no decline in cotton prices, 
and that the market at its present level 
is in a healthy and stable condition. He

As to New Orleans’ ability to 
control prices in the future, Mr. Brown 
says: “A close study of cOnditions and 
candid admissions from the strongest 
sources convinces me that New Orleans 
will be the permanent master of the cot- 
ton situation in the future, and the bull 
center of the cotton world. It !s admit- 
ted in both-cotton and financial circles 
that New Orleans !s now in complete 
control of the situation, and being strong 
enough financially to handle the cotton 
crop without outside aid, and with the 
support and sympathy of the south, will 
remain so.”

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Dublin and Abbeville are to have a néw 
railroad connection in the not distant 
future, according to reports which emna- 
nate from that section of the state. Al- 
ready there is a considerable part of the 
work on the new line completed and {it is 
sai@ that within forty days there will be 
a regular schedule in operation frein Dub- 
lin 12 miles out in the direction of the 
proposed terminus of ‘the road. 

The Dublin and Southwestern wilt oe 
the name of the road, and in time it will 
be extended farther, merged with one of 
the older lines and made part of a lare¢ 
system. The completion of this road 
wil] give Dublin another outi*t for the 
rapidly growing commerce of that thriv- 
ing city. South Georgia is coming to the 
front in the matter of road bvilding, this 
being the latest venture in that line. 
There are already half a dozen or more 
under construction through that part °f 
the etate, and the natives have shown 
no disposition to quit. The following 
telegram from Dublin tells the story of 
the new road: 

Dublin, 
forty days from thig date it is expected 
that trains will be running on [2 miles 
of the track of the Dublin and Southwest- 
ern raiJroad. Nearly all of the grading 
on the first 12 miles has been complcted 
and enough rails to lay 7 miles of road 
have been received. Monday the work 
of jaying track will be commenced, 

A large number of hands are now at 
work on this road. There are one hun- 
dred hands cutting crossties and three 
squads of hands are at work Zrading 
the road. As soon ag the flist 12 miles 
of road have been completed it is expected 
that a schedule of trains will be put on 
and maintained. 

It is the intention of E. P. Rentz and 
associates to complete the road tu Abbe- 
ville at the earliest possible moment.

West Point, the train which leaves At- 
lanta about midnight and carries the 
mail from the north to New Orleans and 
other gouthern points. This train madea 
record the other night which has prob- 
ably never been excelled in this state. 
It left Atlanta on time, or meay it, and 
arrived at College Park on _ schedule, 
Six miles below College Park the north- 
bound train, No. 36, had to take a sid- 
ing to allow the fast mail to pass on its 
journey to the far south. Some of the 
passengers who had become a bit impa- 
tient asked the conductor of No. 36 what 
the trouble was, that they should be com- 
pelled to wait on a siding. 

‘‘Ninety-seven is coming,’’ was the la- 
conic answer. “Got to get on a Side- 
track or get knocked into smithereens. 
It's 6 miles from here to College Park, 
where 97 is now-—you heard her blow. 
She'll be here in five minutes.’”’ 

The passenger who had spoken took out 
his watch and timed it. Almost before 
the conversation had ceased the eleciric 
headlight on 97 gleamed ikike a flickering 
ghost on the hills and trees across the 
country nearby, and exactly five min- 
utes after it blew for College Park, 6 
miles away, it flashed by the siding with 
a roar that made the nervous ones on 
the stationary train jump in their seats. 
And it kept up that speed. Not quite as 
fast as that 6 miles was made, of course, 
but it averaged about 50 miles an hour, 
and for long stretches, where it has no 
orders to stop, it makes 60 and better. 

It used to be that nothing this side of 
Mason and Dixon's line could do this, 
but a traveler on the West Point's swift 
trains from here to Montgomery and 
New Orleans will soon see that times 
have changed.

But a com- 
pound engine is but a development of the 
principle that was then in use, while the 
addition of wheels and their great in- 
crease in circumference is a new proposi- 
tion. 

An @ngine which was considered the 
acme of the builder’s art twenty years 
ago now looks like a toy by the side 
of the modern giants of the rail, and it 
would take about a dozen of them to 
pull as much as one of the latter. And 
yet, freight and passengers were hauled 
over the country then and now, and thefe 
{fs more complaint on the part of passen- 
gers now than then. If a schedule is a 
bit off now there is a loud holler, while 
in those days if a man could go from At- 
lanta to Augusta or Savannah in a few 
hours of the time when he thought he 
would get there it was all right and he 
congratulated himself on the improved 
methods of locomotion that he enjoyed 
as compared to the facilities enjoyed by 
his father and grandfather. 

The railroads will play a royal flush 
hand in the matter of making or unmak- 
ing the St. Louis exposition, and the 
management of that big show are wise to 
the situation.

“I refer especially to the peach crop, 
in which I am imterested in this state.” 
he continued. “‘It looks now as though 
there would be a record breaker in this 
line this year, but there .is still a possi- 
bility of frost getting in its work and de- 
gstroying our hopes.” 

Mr. Withoff is here now for the pur- 
pose of arranging for the meeting in this 
city of the National Nurserymen of Amer- 
ica, and he is assisted in the work by 
KF. C. Berckmans, of Augusta; M. H. 
Albaugh, of Phoneton, Ohio; J. C. Hale, 
of Hartford, Conn., and others, All the 
details that can be looked after now will 
be attended to by these gentlemen and 
when the gathering convenes here it is 
expected that there will be a very large 
number of fruit growers present. 

June 20 or a date near that time, has 
been decided upen by the committee for 
the meeting of the nurserymen. The 
place of the meeting, that is, the Nall 
has not yet been decided upon. 

All those whose names are mentioned 
are engaged extensively in the peach 
business in Georgia, and they are anx- 
lously watching the weather at present. 
The story of the success or failure of the 
season will be known in a very few days, 
and it appears now that there is every 
prospect of a good crop, 


Incidentally it might be mentioned here 
that one of the most profitable sources 
of income of some of the peach growers 
is brandy manufacturing.. Peaches rot 
rapidly, and umess they ¢an be Shipped 
promptiy after being picked from the 
trees they are likely to prove a-complete 
foss to the grower if he is not in reach 
of a brandy distillery. On this account, 
there is uSually a distillery near every 
very large peach-growing community, and 
the waste product is used in these places. 
The returns from the manufacture of 
brandy are said to be almost as large as 
those from the sale of the peach itself, 
and many men are engaged during the 
season in this work. A peach brandy 
still is something unlike any other kind 
Of whisky establishment. Usually, in the 
country, communities where peaches are 
grown in greatest abundance facilities for 
introducing the latest machinery are lim- 
ited and the natives make use of the 
most primitive methods. A large tank 
is erected and a grinder, consisting of a 
block of woody is attached to a long pole 
and is placed in the ‘“‘tub.” To the outer 
end of this pole a mule is hitched, and 
by a tether attached to another smaller 
pole fastened to the first one, the mule 
is led in a circle around the tank or tub, 
Once started, the tether keeps the animal 
going, making a sort of perpetual mo- 
tion. The peaches are dumped into the 
tank, and through large openings in the 
block of wood that acts as a grinder 
they are dropped on the grinder and mac- 
erated, the juice running out through an 
opening in the side of the tank. The 
ground-up product, together with the 
juice, is then placed in large gourds, 
raised, usually, on the premises, and set 
On shelves to ferm@rt. After a certain 
length of time zhe contents of ‘these 
gourds become soured sufficiently and 
are then placed in the still and evap- 
orated according.to the ‘process used in 
the manufacture of any kind of whisky. 
The next step is generaly the same at 
all stills—about half a dozen of the young 
men of the community call at the stil] 
and absorb more of the hot juice than 
their systems will stand for and maintain 
their equilibriums and there is a fancy 
time in that vicinity. 


Dr. C. N. Thomas, of Santa Rosa, Cal., 
@ graduate of Heidelburg university, in 
philosophy and history, who has within 
the last year returned from a long visit 
to the Samoan isles, Hawali, Australia 
and New Zealand, reached Atlanta last 
night. He is the manager of the Califor- 
nia humorist, C. R. Newton, who has 
been making a tour of the south. 

“The socialists claim that the present 
prosperous condition of New Zealand is 
due to the socialistic form of govern- 
ment,” said he in speaking of New Zea- 
land, “but it is my opinion that the 
prosperity of that country is due to the 
invention of the frozen meat process, 

“This invention enables the inhabitants 
of New Zetland and Australia to ship 
their meat in good condition to the Lon- 
don Markets, which they virtfally Qup- 
ply, and thus make a profit on their 
work, 

“The form of government, however, is 
absolutely socialistic. The railroads, the 
telegraph offices, the telephone system, 
insurance and banking interests are all 
controlled by the government. As for 
the railroads, the service is undoubtedly 
the poorest that I ever saw and the pas- 
senger and freight rates are higher than 
here in the United States. 

“The people of Australia have the 
kindliest feeling toward America and 
Americans. The majority of them favor 
a@ much closer alliance between Great 
Britain and the United States than thas 
in existence at present. 


“The Hawalian isles are in a much less 
prosperous condition now than before an- 
nexation. This is due to several causes. 
First of all there has been a decrease in 
the price of sugar; then there have been 
several dry seasons; annexation wag fol- 
lowed by a sudden boom tn real estate, 
and the corresponding reaction. 

“The results of this boom went so far 
as to eause the erection of a skyscraper 


which was never completed as the boom 
breathed its last before it was finished. 
“Negroes were recéntly introduced into 
Hawaii and proved a dismal failure. At 
first they were received on eual terms 
by the native Hawaiians and invited to 
all their sociables. Soon the Hawaiians 
learned the negroes as they are and now 
treat them with the utmost contempt.” 


Colonel LeGage Pratt, second vice pres- 
ident of the Mutual Benefit Life Insur- 
ance Company, of Newark, N. J., has been 
in Atlanta for the past few days.

Clar- 
ence Angier, state agent for the Mutual 
Benefit, gave him a dinner party at the 
Capital Club last night, among the mem-

R. D. Sheddon, R. L. Foreman, Charles 
A. Conklin, W. G. Humphrey, Dr. Frank 
Holland and Clarence Angier. 

Colonel Pratt leaves the city this eve- 
ning with his family for Savannah and 
from there he expects to take a trip 
through Florida. 


“Some of the rules governing the rail- 
way mail service are rather hargh,” re- 
marked Congressman Tate, who passed 
through Atlanta yesterday. “I had oc- 
casion to find this out quite necently. 
“The life of a clerk in the railway 


mail service, as you know, is dangerous. 
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The mail trains run on the fastest sced- 
ules and are frequently smashed up in 
the Most severe wrecks. As a conse- 
quence the mail clerks are often in- 
jured. 

“The postoffice department provides for 
this by a rule allowing an injured clerk 
such a part of twelve months as a phy- 
sician says is necessary for him to recu- 
perate in. The clerk is given full pay 
for the time he is off by reason of his 
inqgjuries, 

“Not long ago I received a letter from 
Winn Porn, the Atlanta attorney, asking 
me to help a railway mail clerk out of a 
difficulty. The difficulty, I found, was 


, that this clerk had beeu injured and had 


been off a year, but was not fully recov- 
ered. He thought, however, that he 
would be well enough to return to work 
in thirty days, but his physician would 
not certify positively’ that the man need- 
od the additional thirty days, and so the 
authorities in Atlanta would not accept 
the injured man’s application for thirty 
days additional, without pay. 

‘There was a man who had risked his 
life and been severely injured serving 
the United States government and yet py 
the stringency of the rules he- was about 
to lose his place entirely. I took the mat- 
ter up at once with the department in 
Washington and secured him aixty addi- 
tional days.’’

MADE ASSAULT 
ON CONDUCTOR 


G. B. Powell, a Butcher, As- 
saults Conductor M. B. 
. Wiley. 


As an act of revenge, G. B. Powell, a 
butcher, assaulted Conductor M. B. Wi- 
ley on a trolley cur last evening and in- 
flicted a wound which is very serious and 
may prove fatal. 

Powell had ridden on a ear on the 
Marietta street line and had asked to be 
put off at Hampton street crossing. Pow- 
€]1 claimed that he was carried beyond 
his destination and that he was told he 
would be carried back to Hampton street. 
He states that the conductor claimed an- 
other fare and that a dispute led to the 
conductor assaulting him. He returned 
to the city and asked a policeman to ar- 
rest the conductvr, so he states, and 
that the officer cursed him and ordered 
him to go home. 

“I boarded the car to return to the city 
and saw the conductor who had knocked 
mé down and I hit him.”’ 

Conductor Wiley was asSaulted without 
knowing who struck him. 4n fact, he 
was not: the man with whom Powell 
claimed he had a previous difficulty. If 
a previous row had occurred it must have 
been with another conductor, 

Wiley claims he was struck by Powell 
with a pair of brass knucks and he says 
he will be able to prove this by several 
witnesses. 

Wiley is quite seriously injured, When 
struck he fell through a window in the 
car and was cut by the glass, It took a 
physician nearly an hour to pick the 
broken glass from hig head and neck, 

It ig said that Powell assaulted Wiley 
without speaking a word. The car was 
at the corner of Marietta and Forsyth 
streets pwhen the attack occurred. 

Wiley was taken to his home at No. 
175 Kennedy street, where hig injuries 
were dressed by a physician, 

Powell was arrested by Officers Manier,

DISTING UISHED BRITISH PEER 
A HUSTLING SCHOOL MASTER

ONDON, March 
8 distinguished 

British peerage who has become 
distinguished largely by doing what to 
most of noblemen of his position would be 
an “‘impossible’’ thing. For when at his 
father’s death, about fourteen years ago, 
he inherited the title of Marquis of Nor- 
mandy, with a financial balance on the 
wrong side of the ledger, instead of con- 
sidering the possibilities of espousing an 
heiress, he adopted the rather unusual 
plan of earning the money necessary to 
Keep up his title and to the great horror 
of some of his noble friends, blossomed 
out as a pedagogue. an occupation in 
which he already had had some experience 
in a private way. His school rooms were 
a suite of apartments in the old Gothie 
castle of Mulgrave, which he had inher- 
ited, his pupils were the sons of a few 
neighboring country gentlemen and with 
this modest start the Marquis founded 
an institution which, when he discontin- 
ued it just before his marriage a few days 
ago, was one of the most successful 
‘“‘preps’’ in England, for the great schools 
of Eton and Harrow. 

As his portrait shows, the peer-school- 
master is also a clergyman. nN 

Thirty-fve years ago he was ordained 
in a small Yorkshire parish and shortly 
afterward began to employ his spare time 
for the hobby in which he was most in- 
terested—teaching young boys. He estab- 
lished his first school while acting as 
chaplain in the little town of St. Remo. 
Shortly afterward when he received a 
small vicarage in Manchester, he still 
found time for his hobby and a year or 
so before he wuceeeded his father he 
founded a small school for boys in the lit- 
tle village which Hes only about a mile 
from Mulgrave castle. 

The school which saved Mulgrave castle 
from the real estate market, and the first 
one the marquis ever conducted seriously 
for profit, became fashionable soon after 
its foundation in spite of the hesitation 
some of the fashionable folk showed in 
recognizing it. The clergyman gave his 
boys the freedom of the great estate over- 
looking the North Sea and encouraged 
sports of all kinds. He built a theater in 
the castle which he equipped with every 
modern stage appliance and helped his 
pupils produce plays which he wrote him- 
self. With such attractions the marquis 
had no trouble in keeping the boys of the 
big public schools. ‘‘Greek and Latin, cer- 
tainly, but not too much of them,”’ is his 
lordship’s creed. ‘‘English, the boys’. own 
language, as much as possible, mathe- 
matics and history; the whole flavored 
with cricket or football according to sea- 
son.’’ A carpentry shop is attached to 
the establishment. 

Although the marquis has taught such 
boys as the Duke of Leinster, Lord Cale- 


.don and Lord De Clifford, he has received 


many curious inquiries from overproud pa- 
rents regarding the social standing of his 
pupils and their parents. One of the most 
amusing of these came a few years ago 
from the wife of a millionaire who wished 
to place her boy under the peer’s care. In 
her letter of inquiry she made it plag: that 
she did not allow her son to meet “un- 
desirable persons’’ and although she did 
not doubt that the marquis used discre- 
tion in selecting his pupils, she would feel 
easier if she had his assurance in the mat- 
er -Madam,”” replied his lordship, ‘‘so long 
as vour son conducts himself well ana 
pays due attention to his work, I shall not 
won pny inoviries as to the antecedents 


of his parents.

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COTTON LOSSES FIGURED 
AT $2,000,000 A WEEK 


Lancashire Manufacturers Declare That Unless 
Something Is Done To Mend Matters Their 
Business Is Doomed. 


Special Correspondence. 


ing to the most reliable informa- 
tion obtained from manufactur- 


M ANCHESTER, March'17.—Accora- 


_ers and business men here, Lancashire is 
‘now losing $2,000,000 a week by the com- 


plete demoralization of her cotton indus- 
tries, due to the high price of the Ameri- 
can product, and the shortage of the sup- 
ply. Thousands of spindles are idle and 
most of the mills that are running are 
working on short time and frequently at a 
pecuniary loss. The situation is compar- 
able only with that created by the Ameri- 
can civil war, but owing to the great ex- 
pansion of the industry that has taken 
place since then the resulting misery and 
suffering is far greater. 

So serious is the situation that a depu- 
tation which recently waited on Mr. Brod- 
rick, secretary for India, declares that 
unless the problem could be solved in the 
‘near future’’ inevitable ruin would over- 
take Lancashire’s great cotton industry. 
Mr. Brodrick replied that he would do all 
in his power to afford relief by encourag- 


ing an increased growth of cotton in In- 


dia. . 
Whatever may be the outcome of the 


present crisis is recognized that so long 
as Lancashire is dependent on America 
for nine-tenths of her supply, a short- 
age of the cotton crop, or an artificial rise 
in the price due to the cornering of the 
market by big financial gamblers, its re- 
currence is always probable, and that as- 
surance of permanent relief can be had 
only by largely increasing the cotton prod- 
ugt in other fields. Manchester cotton ex- 
perts have calculated that to restore the 
industry to a normal state again an addi- 
tion of 2,000,000 bales to the present sup- 
ply for the next two years will be neces- 


sary. 


To aid in thts work the British Cotton 
Growing association has been formed with 
its headquarters here, and is endeavoring 
to raise $2,000,000 which will be expended 
in opening up new fleids for the cultiva- 
tion of the cotton plant and extending 
those already in existence within the Brit- 
ish colonies. As its name implies, it will 
devote its energiestoregions suitaole for

cotton culture that are under British do- 
minion. Its organizers assert that under 
expert supervision cotton fully equal to the 
American product can be raised in Rho- 
desia, West Africa, the West Indies and 
India, and the land available for that pur- 
pose is practically unlimited. 

The ultimate aim of. the association is 
to develop cotton growing in the British 
colonies to such an extent-that the re- 
quirements of the Lancashire’ mills can be 
supplied. without tmporting cotton from 
America. Its leaders express great con- 
fidence that they will succeed, especially 
if Mr. Chamberlain’s scheme of preferen- 
tial tariffs for British products should be 
adopted. 

Appealing as it does strongly both to 
patriotic pride and the general need felt of 
doing something to avert the disaster that 
threatens one of greatest British fhdus- 
tries, the movement is meeting with warm 
support from the press and public men. 
At its head is Sir Alfred Jones, senior 
partner of the great shipping firm of EI- 
der, Dempster & Co., and president of the 
Liverpool Chamber of Commerce and the 
Liverpool Ship Owners’ Association, one 
of the best types of British hustlers who 
are coming to the front in these days when 
England realizes the necessity of waking 
up and making a stiff fight of it if she is 
to hold her own against her commercia! 
rivals. He has already dispatched experts 
to West Africa and elsewhere to prospect 
for cotton fields. As evidence that it fs 
no wild goose chase an exhibition has 
been given at Manchester of cotton ob- 
tained from these regions which are said 
to yield excellent yarn for the making of 
the finest Manchester goods. Aiming as 
it does to overthrow the supremacy of the 
American ‘“‘King Cotton’’ in Great Bri- 
tain ‘the enterprise is one which should 
arouse much interest on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 

Meanwhile among the Lancashire oper- 
atives the distress continues to increase 
and heartrending scenes of misery and 
suffering are daily witnessed. At the best 
of times these manufacturing districts, 
with their smoky atmosphere’ through 
which the sun rarely penetrates, unlovely 
streets with long rows of monotonously 
similar, mean, soot-stained tenements are 
depressing in the extreme to the casual 
visitor. One wonders how people can ever 
be happy amid such gloomy surroundings. 
Yet happy and contented they are when 
work enough is to be had, and laughter 
and smiling faces attest the capacity of 
human nature to rise superior to environ- 
ments—when full stomachs are assured. 

But now laughter is seldom heard in 
these streets, 
Shivering in thread-bare and ragged gar- 
ments with faces many of them made wan 
and pinched by gaunt hunger, the inhab- 
ftants seem as cheerless and hopeless as 
the murkv sky above them. The mills 
which in the past have furnished them 
with the means of Hvelihood, have black- 
ened not only the towns themselves, but 
the country round about. Black are the 
trees, the grass and the very sheep that 
graze on the scant herbage. And now that 
the mills no longer suffice to feed and 
clothe the people they seem to have left 
them nothing but @ black outlook, If 
Africa or Indie, or any ether region on 
earth can be got to raise cotten enough 
to supply them with the hoon of work, 
which is all they seek, ne one who has 
witnessed their misery can help wishing a 
hearty Godspeed to any movement that 
will help in doing it, 

In most of the towns relief funds havea 
been started, At Hyde ever 600 children 
are daily provided with free breakfasts. 


Seventy gallons of cocoa and sixty loaves. 


disappear at each meal. Many of the chil- 
dren were so weak and emaciated when 
this charity was first started that they 
were incapable of attending school. The 
Operative’s Union affords relief in many 
cases. But pride makes large numbers 
endure the extremes of hunger befere 
they will make their wants known. Hua- 
dreds ara living on bread and water in 
rooms that have never been heated by a 
fire this winter. At Oldham a man was 
found sitting on a soap box in the last 
stages of bronchitis. With the exception 
of a straw mattress three inches thick 
all the household goods had been sold. The 
man and his wife were absolutely help- 
less, yet they had made no appeal for 
help. 

Many of the manufacturers keep their 
mills going on a short time that their em- 
ployees may obtain the means of a bare 
subsistence. But if charity alone is all 
that can help the Lancashire cotton in- 
dustry, then, they declare, it is doomed.

WARNING THE IRISH 
AWAY FROM AMERICA 


From a Staff Correspondent. 


London, March 5.—With the approach 
of spring the society that has charged 
itself with the responsibility of discour- 
aging Irish emigration will enter on a 
new phase of its operations, and it means 
to employ drastic measures ‘to accom- 
plish itg ends. As s0on as the necessary 
photography and other illustrations are 
received from the United States, a lan- 
tern lecturer will be sent through the 
districts suffering most from the emi- 
gration fever, showing the surroundings 
of unskilled labor in America, and point- 
Ing out the hardships which intending 
emigrants may have to encounter in 
their efforts to make a living in a strange 
land. 

This methdéd has been decided upon 
after lengthy correspondence with the 
commissioner general Of immigration as 
well as the commissioners of immigration 
at New York and Philadelphia and the 
bureaw of immigration at Washington. 
The committee of the society are hope- 
ful that the bureau of immigration at 
Washington will consider certain amend- 
ments which they have suggested with re- 
gard to the compiling of the Irish portion 
of the American emigTation returns. 

The committee are hard at work or- 
ganizing a conference which it fs pro- 
posed tg hold at St. Louig in July or Au- 
gust. Jit is expected to be one of the 
most representative bodies that has ever 
met to discuss the subject of emigration 
as far as it relates to Ireland. The so- 
ciety in order tto strengthen their agita- 


ion from the following authorities on the 
subject. These will be printed, and it is 
proposed ‘to circulate them at markets, 
fairg and church doors throughout Ire- 
land. The campaign wil] commence 
about the middle of the present month, 
this being the time when the emigra- 
tion fever commences to get a hold of 
the young people. 

Cardinal Gibbons writes: “I know un- 
der what circumstanceg people live in 
America. My advice to the young men 
and women of Treland is to endeavor to 
find a livelihood in thefr own land. Ire- 
land is blessed with a delightful climate 
where the great extremes of heat and 
cold are unknown; whereas in the United 
States these extremes Were very serious 
drawbacks. Any man or woman who 
could eke out a livelihood atome should 
take my advice and stay there instead 
or emigrating to America to enter on the 
keen struggle for existence under trying 
circumstances that are in progress here.”” 

Dr. Ludden, bishop of Syracuse, writes: 
“All the places are filled, a!l the offices 
are occupied, and even a smart young 
Irishman coming here—an educated 
Irishman, too, full of brains and full of 
ability, full of muscle and full of 
strength—even he ‘has great difficulty to 
find a position, and if he is to get any- 
thing to do t must be in the most 
menial, common and laborious occu pa- 
tion. If he cannot find this, he has sim- 
ply to do what we call Hang around the 
saloons and liquor stores and descend in 
the social scale as low as it ts possible 
for a human betng to go. I have seen it, 
and I know it, and hence I would like my 
voice and my advice to reach every 
young man in Ireland—if he can possibly 
find a competence and a decent way of 
living at home—to remain there.” 

Archibishop Keane, of Dubuque, says: 
“Stay at home in Ireland, the land of 
your birth. You will find plenty there 
for your energies to do.” 7 

John Redmond, member of parliament, 
says: “I have seen the Irish laborer m 
the great steel works. I have seen him 
working like a white save, stripped al- 
most naked tn the furnace, working ten 
and twelve hours a day, and sometimes 
sixteen hours, for $1.50, which in Amer- 
ica is a wretched and miserable wage. 
These men work under cond:tions which 
make the duration of their capacity to 
work for any man ten years, and then 
they’ are thrown aside. They scarcely 
lead the lives of human beings at all; 
they have no happiness, no recreation, no 
health, no home life, and too often, as 
an inevitable consequence, no religion. I 
Say that the poorest man in Kerry is 
better off :n Ireland than theSe men in 
America, We must put a stop to our peo- 
ple being deluded and seduced into leav- 
ing Ireland to find only in America con- 
ditions infinitely worse morally, physic- 
ally and materially than the poorest in 
Ireland. When {t is remembered that a 
dollar in America will not buy more 
than 25 cents will buy in Ireland, you 
would think whether $1.50 is worth a 
day of such siavery.”

HE MARRIED WOMEN 
TO TAKE THEIR LIVES 


All London Is Shocked by 
the Developments in the 
Crossman Cases 


MAN HAD FIVE WIVES 
WHEN HE KILLED SELF 


Investigation Shows That His Chief 
Means of Support Came from 
Wives—When Number Grew 
Too Large He Killed the 
Superfluous Ones. 


London, March 26.—Publio interest 
continues to be largely agpsorbed in the 
extraordinary developments following 
the sulcide of a man named George Cross- 
man. 

On the night of March 23 Crossman, 
who was living in the respectable su- 
burb of Kensalrise, killed ‘himself to 
avold arrest by the police, whose sus- 
picions had been aroused regarding the 
contents of a trunk which Crossman was 
sending away from his house. 

On opening the trunk the body of a 
woman was found encased in cement. An 
investigation proved that she was mur- 
dered about six months ago, and that 
she was one of Crossman’'s eight wives. 
Five of his wives were traced and found 
alive, one is dead and two are missing, 
The identity of the body found in the ce- 
ment cannot yet be ascertained on ac- 
count of decomposition and injury to the 
skull, which had been split with an ax 
Or similar instrument. The police be- 


lieve it possible the investigation may 
prove that Crossman adopted a _ similar 
method in ridding himself of other su- 
perfluous wives, of which it is expected 
he may have had several who have not 
yet been traced. 

Career of Criminality. 

Though only about thirty years of age, 
Crossman’s career rivals: that of the 
most famous criminals. Under various 
aliases he led a double and even a triple 
married life, posing successively, accord- 
ing to the fancy of the moment, as an 
engineer, compositor, wigmaker or. book- 
maker. His chief means of support, how- 
ever, appear to have been derived from 
his wives, several of whom he secured 
through advertisements. 

In 1899 Crossman was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment for bigamy, ana 
when he killed himself he was on ticket 
of leave. Yet his neighbors always re- 
garded Crossman as a respectable man, 
who led a2 quiet and uninteresting life. 

At the time of his suicide Crossman 
had five wives besides several children. 
The discovery occurred through the sus- 
picions of a lodger to whom Crossman 
let s@me rooms at Kensalrise. For sev- 
era] weeks the lodger had noticed an ob- 
noxious ordor and complained of it, but 
Crossman attributed it to the drains. At 
this period Crossman was living with 
one of his many wives, who occupied the 
same room where the dead body of an- 
other wife was concealed in a trunk. 


Traced Odor to Trunk. 


The lodger traced the odor to the trunk 
and Crossman agreed to send it away. 
Just as the grewsome load was being 
lifted into a cart the police appeared. 
With a cry Crossman started to run. [For 
three-quarters of a mile he fled for his 
life. The police gained on him, and 
as the foremost of the pursuers were on 
his heels Crossman pulled a razor from 
his pocket and cut his throat from ear 
to ear. Death was almost instantaneous,

MR. FROHMAN'S QUEST 
OF PLAYS IN LONDON 


Special Correspondence. 

London, March 17.—‘The difficulty in 
the United States,’’ said Charles Froh- 
man, when he arrived in London the oth- 
er day, “‘is to get good plavs. We have 
got the actors, but we must get plays for 
them.’’ 

So lIet us see what Mr. Frohman 
be able to*pick up here in the way of 
‘“‘vehicles’’ for his players at home. As 
he is producing it in London, no doubt 
the head of the Theatrical Trust already 
holds the American rights of ‘‘The Duke 
of Killicrankie.”’ When Captain Mar- 
shall Wrote this comedy, he offered it 
first to Cyril Maude, whom the leading 
part would have fitted like a glove, but 
the Haymarket’s actor-manager expected 
Davies’ ‘Cousin Kate,’ in which he was 
then playing, to run right through the 
season, so he turned down ‘The Duke,” 
Now he must be sorry, for whereas ‘‘Cou- 
gin Kate,” after 100 nights or so, came 
to the end of tether with a bang. 
Captain Marshall's comedy is said to be 
playing better than any other piece which 
Frohman has given in London, and ought 
to run a vear or more.; Henry Arthur 
Jones’ ‘“‘Joseph Entangled,’’ which Cyril 
Maude put on hasti‘y when ‘‘Cousin Kate” 
came to so abrupt an end, did not draw 
golden opinions from the critics but it 
seems to be pleasing audiences and per- 
haps Mr. Frohman may decide to try it 
in the United States. ‘‘The Arm of the 
Law,’ the English version of 
Rouge,’’ whose striking plot was describ- 
ed in these letters recently, is also likely 
to be snapped up by the American mana- 
ger. When Arthur Bourchier produced 
this piece, he negiected to say on 
programme by whom the adaptation had 
been made, but speculation has (according 
to Bourchier) been go rife as to the un- 
known adaptor’s identity that the actor- 
manager has just confessed bashfully that 
he ‘‘did it’’ himself. This, however, is 
by no means’ Bourchier’s first offense. 
His adaptation of another French play, 
“Monsieur le Directeur,’ ran for three 
hundred nights under the name of “The 
Child Widow.’’ Most of the other pieces 
now on view in the West End either are 
of American origin or have been produced 
in the United States already. but Somer- 
set Maugham’'s “A Man of Honor,”’ with 
its grim story of the barrister who mar- 
ried a bar-maid, is available and should 
be seen at home. Of plays announced 
for early production, about the most 
promising is ‘‘Love’s Carnival,’’ which 
George Alexander will give at the § St. 
James. This is another successful Ger- 
man play, ‘‘Rose Montag,’ adapted for 
Alexander’s use by Rudolf Bleischman, 
whose English version of “Old Heidel-

berg” has just been withdrawn at the 
St. James, after a run of 225 nights. The 
action of ‘“‘Love’s Carnival’ takes place 
in a German military town, and the play 
ends tragically, the hero and hero'ne dy- 
ing together. Probably by this time Mr. 
Frohman has seen Justin Huntly McCar- 
thy. who has just returned from a long 
holiday on the Riviera, during which, 
however, he has spent a good deal of 
time on the play which he has in hand 
for Virginia Harned. The author of ‘If 
I Were King” says it will be found the 
best thing he has dene. Anogher new play 
with an American interest ‘s “Sunday,” 
which Julia Neilson and her husband, 
Fred Terry, are about to give at the 
Comedy. The piece which is by a mem- 
ber of Wilson Barrett’s company, has 
nothing to do with the Sabbath, but takes 
its name from tts<héroine, an American 
girl whom the early scenes of the play 
show in her home in the Far West, but 
who finally comes to London and has ad- 
ventures. 


The state of the drama! It seems to be 
the universal theme, at least in this coun- 
try and the United States. From home 
come the lamentations of David Belasco 
on the parlous state into which theatri- 
cals there are alHeged to have fallen, and 
here ro gathering ‘of stage folk and their 
friends is complete without a discussion 
as to how a-similar state of things in 
England is to be mended. We hoped Mr. 
Barrie would steer clear of the subject. 
It had been ‘announced that, in his ad- 
dress to the Playgoer’s Club last. Sunday 
evening, the author of “Little Mary’’ 
would enunciate his views as to how far 
a dramatist might go in the direction of 
deluding h'‘'s audfence, but instead Mr. 
Barrie spoke on the “state of the drama.”’ 
It is true that he was incited thereto by 
what A. B. Walkley, who was in the 
chair, had said previously. The Times’ 
critic declared that what the British dra- 
ma really was suffering from was slow 
starvation—an inadequate supply of good 
plays; from which it would seem as i? 
Mr. Frohman had come to a desert in 
quest of water. ‘‘What is Tree Show- 
ing?’’ asked Walkley, ‘a play made in 
America. What is Alexander showing? 
in Germany? What are 
Wyndham, Bourchier and Waller show- 
ing? Plays made in France.” 

When Mr. Barrie rose to reply, his hear- 
ers were somewhat surprised to Icarn that 
he, like Henry Arthur Jones and many 
others, considers the state-aided theater 
as the British drama’s best, if not only 
hope. “I am,’’ Barrie said, ‘‘a passion- 
ate believer in the repertoire theater, and 
if we nad one, conducted on good lines, I 
should send every play I wrote to it be- 
fore I sent it anywhere else.”” The au- 
thor of “The Little Minister’ did not, 
however, disappoint his audience by re- 
maining entirely ‘serious. Speaking of 
certain criticsms on his work he said that 
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he knew a lady who took a friend of his | 
to a theater once to see one of his pieces. 
Answering the lady’s question if he won- 
dered why she took him there, his friend 
said he supposed it was because she liked 
Mr. Barrie’s plays. .‘‘Oh, no,"’ she replied, 
“I can’t abide them, it’s because it Is a 
nice quiet street for the horses.’’ Barrie 
also alluded feelingly to the ‘‘author’s 
box.”’ A bad author's box, he said, was 
very large with a good view of the house 
A good author’s box was one with a dark 
recess in it, especially if the recess con- 
sisted of two walls meeting in an acute 
angle, into which the author could press 
himself and then work his way to a spot 
from: which he got a view of the house. 

The humorist also aroused laughter by 
likening himself to the actor who got into 
a cab and said to the driver, ‘‘Marble 
Arch, please, stage door.”’

SNUG SALARY GOES

| pointed librarian to the house of lords, 
+a position which carries with it the snug 
| salary of $5,000 a year. And the con- 
| gratulations showered upon Mr. Gosse 
| by his friends are all the more hearty be- 


‘cause it is generally believed that while 
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filling the position, he will find plenty 
of leisure to devote to his own Hterary 
labors. The office has been _ treated 
some times as a sinecure. In this fash- 
jon it was held by Person, the famous 
Greek scholar, who once received a let- 
ter from one of the directors containing 
this cutting remark, ‘“‘We only know you 
are our librarian by seeing your name 
attached to the receipts for your salary.’”’ 

But Mr. Gosse is a glutton for work, 
and no one imagines that he will shirk 
any of it in his new billet. Apart from 
his learning, Mr. Gosse is eminently fit- 
ted for the place by his practical knowl- 
edge for the librarian’s craft. In his 
earlier days he was for many years as- 
sistant librarian at the British museum, 
where he laid the foundations of his en- 
cyclopediaedic knowledge. Since 1875 he 
has been translator to2the board of trade. 

Me. Gosse succeeds the late S. A, 
Strong, who, although much less widely 
known, held a high reputation as an 
Orientalist ang student of ancient and 
modern art. His premature death, Lord 
Reay declared, had inflicted an irrepar- 
able loss on English culture. 

Most English--government Dillets are 
recognized as easy jobs, and several well 
known literary men have found no diffi- 
culty in filling them while still satisfying 
the demands of their publishers. Maurice 
Hawlett was from !896 to 1900 keeper of 
land revenue records and enrollment.

WARM JOINT DEBATE HELD 
“TN LAWRENCEVILLE, GEORGIA 


(Mr. Bell Makes Accusations and Con- 
gressman Tate Replies by Say-. 
ing “Cousin Tom” Has 
Changed on Account of 
Personal Ambitions. 


Lawrenceville, March 26.—(Special.)— 
Tom Bell, a candidate for congress from 
ithe ninth district of Georgia, ana Carter 
Tate, the incumbent, met in joint debate 
lat the court house in this place, the 
| historic county seat of Gwinnett county, 
‘thy afternoon. 

Mr, Bell was billed to speak, but the 
advent of Congressman Tate, who drop- 
ped in on his district rather suddenly 
‘from Washington, came as a total sur- 
iPrise to both his oppowent and the good- 
ly citizens of this place. When the two 
men Met at the Cornet hotel, Mr. BEcell 
did nog attmept to conceal his surprise. 
Both men went into executive sessioi 
'hehind the hotel register and reported 
that personalities would rot be indulgel 
‘in, This agreement hardly held good 
Guring the discussion, for much of the 
Brgumentg pro and con were based on a 
relationship which was referred to by 
pech in turn with biting sarcasm, 

Said Mr, Bell, who first indulged tn 
personalitics, at one point in his arem- 
gent; “It has been said that Mr. Tate 
never had any political ambition until he 
‘Sntered the Hell family, He is ag nearly, 
as I ¢Tn wnderstand {t, my fourth cousin 
by murriage, He's a statesman by mar- 
tinge, that's what he is, Why, I ask you, 
does he use hig wife's name rather than 
his own record?" 

“My Cousin Tom.” 

To which, in reply, Mr, Tate respond- 
ed; “I love my Cousin Tom, and he has 
always becn my wermest supporter and 
edmirermuntil, that is, he wanted the 
place himself, I have never used my 
‘wife's name, but I'm not ashamed yf the 
Bell family, There are some good mem- 
bers in it.’’ 

Said Mr, Bell: ‘‘I was the first to men- 
vwion Mr. Tate for congress, but if I had 
known that he would try and keep the 
piace for the rest of his ie, I would not 
have done it.” 

To which Mr. Tate repiled: “I hope’ 
the people of my district do not want a 
change, but if they do, according to Mr, 
Bell’a own argument, they will change 
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as he callg it. 
The Bell family or no other family has 
any monopoly on any office. For you to 
vote one member of the famly out and 
another member of the family in would 
be like swapping a dollar from your right 
hand to your left hand. You'd still have 
the same dollar.’’ 

The court room was crowded with’ 4 
representative gathering of the people of 
Gwinnett county, men who have inherit- 
ed the blood of martyr patriots as their 
heritage as the monument erected in the 
square to those who perished in the war 
with the Creek Indians in 1836, unques- 
tionably attests. Men were there who, 
with a missing arm or using crutches, 
were living monuments to prove that 
Gwinnett county played hér part in a 
later period of history. Men they were of 
no pretense, but rather of the kind who 
will give both sides in any kind of a 
political fight a fair hearing and then de- 
cide for themselves regarding the issues. 
They cheered Mr. Bell. They cheered Mr. 
Tate. And they will vote—only the com- 
ing primary can answer that question. 

One point was noticeable. They did not 
seem to care particularly for the way 
Mr. Bell drew the wife of Congressman 
Tate into what was purported to be a 
discussion of political issues. To begin 
with there were ladies present. Incidental- 
ly the gentlemen of the south have never 
been enthusiastic about dragging ladies 
into politics and as the ladies have felt 
the same way about it, they have been 
mostly immune from all things political. 
Gwinnett county is of the south, south- 
ern. 

Mr. Bell Attacks Committee. 

Mr. Bell bitterly attacked the state 
executive committee fer fixing the date 
of the primary so early... He said: 

“T have reasons for being a candidate. 
I believe I can be of real service to the 
ninth district. Put what has Mr. Tate 
done during the twelve years he has 
been-in congress? From reading the pa- 
pers it would seem that all congress- 
men do is to send out garden seed and 
write indorsements for Peruna. Sending 
out garden seéd is a good thing if done 
properly, but I have not found one widow 
who has received any garden seed from 
Mr. Tate. Why? She pays taxes, but 
she does not vote. If I am elected the 
widows will be the first to be supplies 
and if there is any left over after that, 
which there will be, the men wil] get 
theirs. And they willget good garden 
seed. Why, one tnan toid me that Mr, 
Tate's garden seed had already cost him 
two crops of watermelons. Mr. Tate 
knows he ought to be beaten, but he 
doesn’t want to be. If I am elected lI 
mean to stay with you always, for I 
am one of the people. I belong to the 
poor end of the Bell family and I want 
to help you bear your troubles.” 

Congressman Tate replied: ‘‘Cousin 
Tom does not need to werry about re- 
maining with you as one of the people. 
You and the rest of the district will see 
to it that he does remain, What I want 
to do is not remain, but go to Washing- 
ton as your representative and then we 
will both be satisfied, for I will go and 
Cousin Tom will stay, 

“Mr, Bell says he has reasons for being 
a candidate. What are his reasons? 
Does he think for one moment that the 
clap trap methods to which he has re- 
ported will affect any men who think for 
themselves, What bas he accused mea of 
doing? Givitg-a man watermelon seed 
that did not come up. Does he promise 
to send you watermelon or garden seed 
that wil] come up? I am very willing to 


| tet this question stand as he has placed 


it. If all those to whom I have sent 
seed will vote for me if the seed do 
come up, I wil be willing to have all 
those vote for Cousin Tom !f the seed do 
not grow into vegetables. Isn't that a 
fair proposition? 

‘“‘And how does he try to win your con- 

dence? By bringing charges against his 
own party?’’ 

Cousin Tom’s Change. 

Here Mr. Bell interfered by explaining 
that what he had had to say against the 
early primary was directed against the 
cxecutive committee and not the party. 

“But how has Cousin Tom changed?” 
continued Congressman Tate, ‘“‘for it is 
only two years that he was a delegate to 
ihe congressional convention which nomi- 
nated me and which passed resolutions 
regarding my past record.’’ Mr. Tate 
then read the resolutions referring to his 
‘wise conservatism, always able and 
faithful while his continued service has 
ripened into valuable experience and in- 
fluence which he has used for the benefit 
of the people.”” There were more of 
these resolutions which referred in extfav- 
agant terms to what the congressman 
had done for the ninth district. 

“I was a delegate by prouxy,’’ 
rupted Mr. Bell. 

“I beg your pardon,” returned the 
speaker, “I think you were the regular 
delegate from Hal] county.’’ 

On later consideration, Mr. Bel] admit- 
ted that he was mistaken and that he 
was a regular delegate, although he had 
had nothing to do with the writing of the 
rcsohftions. 

‘““Now,” continued the speaker, ‘‘why is 
it that Mr. Bell has changed so suddenly? 
He has tried to insult your intelligence 
by resorting to methods that I wil] nvt 
stoop to. You know why. He wants the 
place and if that is all that he can se- 
cure as evidence against me after twelve 
years’ service, I am willing to leave tne 
matter in your hands.,’’ 

Mr. Bell Explains Use of Band. 

In speaking, Mr. Bell siated that he 
was placed at a great disadvantage by the 
fact that he had not expected to meet 
Mr. Tate in joint debate and that there 
were many things which he would like to 
Say 4hat must be left out because of in- 
sufficient time. 

“It has been said,’’ remarked Mr. Bell, 
“that I have used a band for the purpose 
of blowing myself into congress. That is 
not so. I have it for entertaining the 
people and blowing Tate out of congress. 
I would rather spend money in hiring a 
band than in buying liquor that would 
cause the men to lose their reason and 
&0 home to abuse thetr children. Mr. 
Tate says that he is just now getting on 
to the ropes in Washington and will be 
able to do something for his district. If 
it takes a man twelve years to get this 
far, don’t you think that it is about time 
to rope him in? What Mr. Tate ought 
to do is to write a nice letter to the peo- 
ple thanking them for all that they have 
done and retire. But he won't do It. 

“When I started in this. race I was 
told that I should ask Mr. Tate whether 
or not he wanted to return to congress, 
What presumption. Because a man hae 
held office for one time {ft igs no reason 
why he should hold {t again unless he has 
improved his advantages. I don't think 
that he has and I pledge you that if 
elected I will.’’ 

Replying, Congressman Tate said: ‘T 
will not try to refute some of the ridicu- 
lous arguments used by a man that 
would tin pan himself into congress. All 
he has is brass and nolise. I have served 
you for twelve years honestly and faith- 
fully, Is the fact thet I have held office 
any reason why I should not return so 
long as I am true to my trust? The 
southern representatives have ever been 
noted for their honesty and integrity and

I have never had occasion as yet to place 
myself before the public on this particu- 
lar issue. 

“T will refer you to my record as to 
what I have done. But ifn passing I 
would like to read you a letter received 
from Congressman John F. Rixie, of Vir- 
ginia.”’ This Jetter was to the effect that 
while a member of the committee on na- 
val affairs Mr. Tate: had saved the tax- 
payers of the country $8,000,000 in the 
purchase of armor Dlate alone. 

The Ambidextrous Band. 

The band carried by Mr. Bell is cer- 
tainly worthy of one paragraph from en- 
tirely an unprejudiced and  unpolitical 
point of view. It was an imporied band 
of five musicians and seven instruments. 
These extra instruments were brought into 
play by two of the musicians working 
overtime. The baritone horn player had 
strapped abouy his shoulders a great bass 
drum. With one hand he manipulated 
the keys of his horn, while with the 
other he beat the drum. On the drum 
was one cymbal. The musician stand- 
ing next was also a One-handed horn 
player and sufficienfly ambidextrous as 
a musician to bring about heavy Wag- 
nerian climaxes by beating on the one 
cymbal with a piece of iron. Really it 
was a most remarkable band. 

Congressman Tate said that there was 
one thing used by his opponent as polit- 
ical capital that was unjust, although 
he had not referred to it at this meet. 
“Ty rete,” 
said Congressman Tate, “to the story 
that ke has circulated saying that I had 
failed to get the discharge of a soldier 
from my district which wag later ac- 
complished by a congressman from an- 
other district. Mr. Bell has been misin- 
formed about this matter, I received a 
letter from the boy's father, saying that 
he wanted to have his boy discharged 
from the army because hig son was ill, 
I immediately carried this communica- 
tion to the war department and tried to 
secure his release. But there were a 
great many sick boys at that time and 
the ground was not deemed sufficient for 
his discharge. Now unknown-to me the 
boy wrote .to another congressman and 
stated that his father was an invalid and 
dependent on him for support, and for 
this reason his discharge was obtained. 
Now Mr. Bell knows as well as I do that 
the father was !n perfect health We 
have talked the matter over and while I 
can easily understand how Mr. Bell was 
led to be deceived in the matter and 
had the best grounds for beli¢cving the 
story as he heard it, nevertheless it Is 
not true and is unjust. When I told Mr, 
Rell of the real facts, we agreed not to use 
fis story in the future." 

Both men referred to their interest in 
regard to good roads and the rural de- 
livery. In this connection Mr, Bell made 
promises for the future while Mr, Tate 
gave statistics showing that he had 
worked in the interests of both Institu- 
tions. 

With the sudden and unexpected ap- 
pearance of Congressman Tate on the 
scene, some very lively times were an- 
ticipated by many who discussed the 
matter openly before the meeting. While 
there were some passages at arms in 
the way of eloquence regarding the 
“fourth cousinship by marriage’ issue, 
nothing exciting happened during the 
debate.

Fight Follows a Meeting. 

But afterward a discussion of the can- 
didates by two of the citizens bid fair 
to be something much more serious. A 
Aiscussion arose between a Bell admirer 
and a man who had received hig ap- 
pointment as a rural delivery carrier at 
the hands of Mr. Tate... Failing to con- 
vince with eloquence, tk2 «wo men came 
to blows and before they could be parted 
were fighting for their admirers. The 
discussion was again continued when the 
Tate admirer picked up an ax and prom- 
ised to end the matter, while the Bel 
man at the same time reached significant- 
ly toward his hip pocket. - again they 
were parted, but it was with promises 
for a future discussion of the case in 
question. This particular incident mo- 
bilized a crowd around the old square 
second in size only to that which crowded 
the capacity of the court ‘room. 

But finally twilight came and then 
darkness. The speakers had each wended 
his way homeward. The day was ended 
and peace reigned supreme with only lit- 
tle groups gathered here and there dis- 
cussing the issues. Otherwise there was 
little to suggest that the historic old 
square with its monument to Georgia pio- 
neers had been the ground chosen by one 
candidate for potitical skirmishing and 
entered by another man from Washing- 
ton unawares.

but at the end of an hour and a half 
there were no speakers ready to continue 
and the house adjourned for lack of 
telkers., 
Chairman Hemenway, of the appropria- 
tions commiffee, and Mr. Benton, a dem- 
ocratic member, filed statements on the 
bill. Mr. Hemenway summed up the fis- 
cal condition for the next year, showing 
that after all legitimate expenses had 
been paid there would be $22,000,000 sur- 
plus for the year. 

Mr. Benton complimented the republi- 
cans on the bill, saying that it was alto- 
gether the best republican bill he had 
seen come from the committee in years. 
It, however, did not meet with his ap- 
proval from a democratic standpoint. 
Mr. Hemenway estimated the annual ex- 
penditures for 1905 to be $597,502,324;: to 
this sum must be added the interest on 
the public debt, estimated at $84,971,826, 
The revenues for the year, 
estimated at $704,472,060. The tota]! es- 
timates of the departments for the ex- 
pense of the government for 1905 aggre- 
gates $747,317,922, or an excess of $42,- 
845,862 over the revenues. By scaling 
down the estimates and omitting to pass 
river and harbor and public buildings 
appropriation bills the expenditures have 
been reduced to $22,000,000 less than the 
estimated revenues, 

That Service Pension Order. 

Mr. Miers, of Indiana, estimated the 
additional cost of pensions, under the 
recent order of Commissioner Ware, at 
$14,174,568, of which $10,704,000 would 
go to those not now on the pension roll, 
Mr. Miers thought legislation would be 
necessary to make the order effective and 
considered the executive order in very 
bad taste. 

Mr. Pou, of North Carolina, reviewed 
the failure of congress to enact legtisla- 
tion to correct specified evils, particular- 
ly the trusts. He referred to President 
Roosevelt's attitude on trusts before and 
after his election as president. Mr, Pou 
minimized the value of the Northern Se- 
curities decision, because, he said, it did 
nothing to prevent the two _ railroads 
from cooperating and charging their own 
rates for passengers or freight. He said 
that the feeling that the ascension of 
Roosevelt to the presidency would result 
in changing fhe republican party from 
a servant to the oppressor of trusts had 
proved a fallacy and that the party 
was still dependent upon monopolies and 
the money they pour into its campaigr 
funds, ‘ 

“The republican perty,’’ he sald, ‘tn 
a few short months will begin begging 
money for the election of your strenuous 
moralistic and ideal choice, who when 
governor of New York, was denouncing 
the corporations to which he is now 
looking for support. 

Influx of Foreigners.

Case of United States Senator 
Submitfed Last Night 


No Verdict Has Yet Been Reached by 
the Jury—Judge Adams, in His 
Charge, Referred to Im- 
portance of the 
Case. 


St. Louis, March 26.—The case of Uni- 
ted States Senator Joseph Ralph Bur- 
ton, af Kansas, who has been on trial] in 
the United States district court here 
since Tuesday, on a charge of having il- 
legally accepted fees from the Rialto 
Grain and Securities Company, of St. 
Louls, was given to the jury tonight. 
There will be no verdict tonight. 

The entire day was occupied with ar- 
guments by both sides. Following the 
close of United States District Attorney 
Dyer’s arguments the court delivered its 
charge to the jury. 

Judge Adams referred to the impor- 
tance of the case, owing to the fact that 
the defendant is a United States sena- 
tor, and that it involves law tending to 
secure the public welfare. The section 
of the statutes under which the indict- 
ment against Senator Burton was re- 
turned was read by the court. 

Judge Adams commented upon the sec- 
tion, pointing out the influence of a sen- 
ator of the United States which is nec- 
essarily exerted by his presence in an 
executive department of the government, 
and explained in detail the functions of 
the postoffice department, 

In reference to the counts of the indict- 
ment Judge Adams said that. the first 
five counts relate practically to the same 
charge, 

“If you should find that the evidence 
in this case,’’ said Judge Adams, ‘“sub- 
stantiates the government’s’ contention, 
then you will return a verdict of guilty, 
otherwise you will acquit the defendant. 
The second count is practically the same, 
except that it is alleged that the gov- 
ernment was indirectly interested. in the 
matter. As the third count makes iden- 
tically the same allegations, you need 
not consider that one.” 

The fourth and fifth counts have been 
quashed. 

Judge Adams then explained the sixth 
count in detail, in which it is alleged 
that Senator Burton accepted a check 
for $500 from the Rialto Grain and Se- 
curities Company for his influence in a 
matter in which the government was 
either directly or indirectly interested. 

He called attention to the point raised 
by the defense during the trial in which 
it was asserted that as the check was 
paid in Washington, D. C., that Senator 
Burton received the money at that place 
and consequently the St. Louis court did 
not have jurisdiction. Judge Adams said 
that that point was a matter for the con- 
sideration of the jury, and that they 
should return a verdict in accordance 
with their understanding of the question. 

Counsel for the defense announced ob- 
jections to the instructions, Judge Ad- 
ams said that he would allow any ex- 
ceptions and asked that they be sub- 
mitted in writing.

Watched Fire. 


New York, March 26.—The “doubie 
nine,’ the dreaded signal of the New 
York fire department, summoning nearly 
the entire fire fighting force of Manhate 
tan, was sounded today for a fire that 
Started just before noon in the basement 
of No. 6] Broadway. 

The blaze was the most spectacular that 
Mis been seen in New York in years and 
was witnessed by a hundred thousand 
people who thronged Broadway and the 
adjacent streets. So great was the crush 
and excitement that the reserves of nine- 
teen police precincts, numbering 500 men, 
had the utmost difficulty in preserving 
order and clearing a way for the fire 
engines to reach the scene. Although 
hampered by low water pressure, the fire- 
men succeeded in confininig the blaze 
to the building. The biulidngs on either 
side escaped without comparatively Httle 
damage by fire or water. 

The loss is variously estimated at from 
$100,000 to $500,000, the difference being 
due to the difficulty of estimating the 
loss on the property in charge of the 
Adamst Express Company and the Morris 
European and American Company, which 
occupled No. 59, and the American Ex- 
press Company, which occuiped three 
floors of No, 61. 

With the exception of one fireman cut 
by falling glass, no one was injured, al- 
though there were numerous sensational 
escapes. A party of six clerks in the 
third floor, finding the stairways choked 
with smoke, escaped to the street by a 
rope. Five clerks asleep on the top floor 
made their escape by fleeing across the 
roofs. 

The smoke poured tnto the offices of the 
Wells-Fargo Express Company at No. 
63, compelling all in the building to flee. 
Before leaving the clerks in the cashier's 
offices hastily threw about $100,000 in 
gold, silver and checks into canvas bags 
and carried the treasure in safety across 
Broadway to the vaults of Knickenbocker 
Trust Company. 

The location of the fire could hardly 
have been @ more perilous one. In the 
rear of the blazing buildings, separated 
only by Trinity place, is a densely packed 
mass of ancient ware houses and tene- 
ments stretching westward to North 
river. With this barrier once crossed a 
most disastrous conflagration could not 
have been averted. 

The flames were not fully extinguished 
until after 3 o’clock,

AN-TUNG BEING FORTIFIED 
BY THE RUSSIAN FORCES 
Tokio, March 26.—A dispatch from Ko- 
rea says the Russians are establishing 
a strong position in the vicinity of Apn- 
Tung. They are said to have seven fort- 
resses completed and to be engaged on 
erecting six additional ones. It is also 
reported that four batteries of artillery 
have been established at Chyang-Siong. 
The Russians are reported to be experi- 
encing great difficulty in transporting 
army supplies, particularly from Liao- 
Yang. The roads are in bad condition 
and it has been necessary to repair them 
and construct a number of new bridges. 


Kuropatkin assumes command,” remarked 
the emperor yesterday at his winter pal- 
ace.

what beliefs are entertained by those 
who are termed, or who term them- 
selves, agnostics. He says very truly 
that the distionary fails to give him the 
information he desires,and therefore 
he appeals to his favorite newspaper. 
His letter, however, is written with an 
air of apology, as if an inquiry of the 
kind he puts forward were somewhat 
out of place. 

But the embarrassing thing about his 
inquiry is that it is difficult rather 
than untimely. History tells us that 
the early Christians were very much 
troubled and embarrassed by the ac- 
tivity of the Gnostics, a sect, or va- 
riety of sects, who lumped-.all beliefs, 
both pagan and Christian, into their 
creed, They claimed to be in posses- 
sion of a secret, which they jmparted 
to their fellowers by means of rites 
and ceremonials; and they presented 
aspects sufficiently like the Christians 
to be mistaken for them. In short, 
they claimed to know, and this posses- 
sion of the extraordinary knowledge 


‘said to be contained in the secret, from 


which comes the name, led them into 
all sorts of excesses. 

By way of contrast, modern agnos- 
tics have neither belief nor faith in the 
things that Christians claim to have 
been revealed. They do not deny, 
save when they forget themselves in 
the heat of controversy, and they do 
not affirm. The sum and substance of 
their position is that nothing can real- 
ly be known in regard to the vital and 
central truth of life in its relation to 
the life that is to come, and they rest 
satisfied, not wita what they know, 
but what they do not know. The 
science of the hour may have a more 
extended, or a special and technical ex- 
Planation of a position that has come 
to be representative of its chief 
contribution to human knowledge, but 
the essence of modern agnosticism is a 
wise and timely admission of scientific 
ignorance with respect to the things 
known through the medium of faith. 

A scientific description of agnosti- 
cism might be more definite, more pre- 
cise, but it could go no deeper. It does 
not affirm, neither does it deny; it 
simply says that the existence of a 
personal Deity, such as Christianity 
bids us worship, can neither be proved 
nor disproved, owing to the limitations 
of the human mfnd. According to Her- 
bert Spencer, the insufficiency of the 
data furnished is such as to warrant 
neither belief nor disbelief, and this is 
the outcome of modern science and 
philosophy. But it is difficult to per- 
ceive how the scientists and the specu- 
lative philosophers can find comfort in 
such an attitude. It is not natural to 
the human mind, nor to the play of 
reason, which can never rest satisfied 
under an unproved negation, or what 
amounts to such. 

We do not say that the .attitude of 
all the modern scientists and specula- 
tive philosophers is to be described as 
agnostic, but the fact remains that 
agnosticism has spread it cold and 
dull colors over a large area of modern 
life and thought. More than that, it 
has invaded the domain of modern 
theology, and some of its persuasive 
terms and arguments may be found 
trickling from the pulpit, especially 
when the occupant is an orator and a 
rhetorician, and endeavors to keep up 
with what he is pleased to term the 
“trend” of modern religious thought. 
It is supposed to be a great thing to 


‘keep abreast of the times, and to touch 


elbows with modern theological specu- 
lation, which is pleasantly called the 
higher criticism because it has small 
respect for revelation, and hence every 
new view and every queer guess ig 
eagerly shapped up and retailed out 
with more or less plausibility. 

But how does modern science, so 
called, propose to make its peace with 
agnosticism? And how can-a scientist, 
or even a professor of speculative 
philosophy, content himself with that 
attitude of mind which agnosticism 
produces? It means nothing more nor 
less than mental stagnation with re- 
spect to the questions that are really 
worth while—to the questions that 
are of vital import to the human fami- 
ly. The person who neither believes 
nor disbelieves the statements that are 


' | embodied in revelation has reached the 


point that lies next door to despair. 
So far as he is concerned, the ques- 
tions that the human mind is all the 
time putting to itself with ceaseless 
energy and interest are merely the 
marks of folly; and if he have the 
reputation of a scientist or a philoso- 
pher, he.ymust be ready to turn away 
from it all with weariness and disgust. 

But when science or speculative 
philosophy can do no better than to 
train their fdllowers in agnosticism, it 
is time to inquire into the meaning of 
their investigations and speculations. 
{f this is to be the outcome, what were 
they begun for? Science in itself con- 
stitutes such a large proposition that 
it has been divided into various de- 
partments or branches, but all its di- 
visions are searching for the ultimate 
truth; otherwise it has no meaning— 
otherwise it is gathering together as- 
sertions, theories and _ speculations 
that are at once incoherent and con- 
fusing. 

Chemistry originated in an _ effort 
to find the philosopher’s stone that 
would transmute metals and enable 
mankind to produce gold at will, and 
men of imagination who may chance 
to devote themselves to that science

failure. So in those branches of 
science that concern themselves with 
the beginning and the end of the uni- 
verse, its constitution and apparent 
plan, there are men who in spite of 
their knowledge, are firm believers of 
the truths of revealed religion. They 


| are not only believers in spite of their | 


scientifi¢d knowledge, but also by rea- 
son of that knowledge. 
But it cannot be denied that the 


‘most considerable product of modern 


scientific investigation is a spirit of 
agnosticism, which will presently find 
itself at war with the whole meaning 
and purpose of science.. 

The Blue-Jay. 

The romantic methods of dealing 
with animals ana birds, which has be- 
come popular of late, are responsible 
for a great many curious and unrea- 
sonable contributions to the newspa- 
pers and magazines, Not only are the 
various creatures, feathered and four- 
footed, obliged to:parade under the af- 
flictions of a personality that they are 
strangers to, but fhey are advertised 
as culprits when they seem to ignore 
the moral responsibility with which 
they have been invested by the fro- 
mancers who misrepresent them. 

For instance, we have before us a 
communication from the pen of a 
writer who admits that he is old 
enough to know better, in which he 
launches forth a column of criticism 
leveled at the blue-jay; and to make 
the matter more astonishing, his dia- 
tribe ig given a very conspicuous place 
in the columns of one of our most re- 
spected exchanges. The author of the 
communication says that for more 
than twenty years he has been an ob- 
server of bird-lite, and it is a very 
sad confession to make if it has re- 
sulted in no other knowledge of the 
blue-jay than that which he has 
spread out before the public in his 
communication. | 

It is true that ae gives a list of what 
he calls the “‘misdeeds” of the blue- 
jay, and holds him up to public exe- 
cration as “wanton” and “wicked,” 
declaring that a single pair of indus- 
trious blue-jays “will nearly clean out 
a coun.ryside of the nests and con- 
tents of the common singing bird. 
The anxiety and distress which the 
jay inspires among them is ampie 
proof of his character.” Observe the 
terms that are employed to describe 
him! If he had had the benefit of 
the moral training _popular in New 
England schools, or if he knew the 
difference between right and wrong, 
as human beings are supposed to 
Know it, such expressions as “wanton 
mischief,’ “vicious propensities,’ and 
the like, would perhaps be proper and 
necessary; but what has a bird to do 
with such things, and why should 
the blue-jay be saia to have a “char- 
acter,” good or bad? 

The writer, to whose communication 
we have referred, dates it at Brandon, 
Vt, and it is easy to imagine 
that a blue-jay, suffering from his 
bleak environment, the victim of cli- 
matic conditions that are sufficient 
to exasperate human beings and give 
a twist to their moral machinery, is 
ripe for anything that promises a re- 
lief from the desoiamon of winter and 
early spring. The wonder is that the 
jay-bird does not develop into a spar- 
row-hawk, and it is greatly to his 
credit that he maintains his chief 
characteristic, in spite of the starva- 
tion that must stare him in the face 
seven months of the year. A climate 
that will not allow the profitable rais- 
ing of watermelons is no place for 
the jay, or any other kind of bird. 

The treuble with the blue-jay is 
that he is the victim of all sorts of 
queer superstitions. Little ohildren 
are prejudicei against him by the 
time they come to the age when they 
can enjoy astory,and from that time 
forth he Is marked off in their inno- 
cept minds as the agent of evil. The 
first impressions are the most lasting, 
and even when the mind is happily 
rid of the prejudices to which they 
frequently give rise, a stain is left, as 
all of us know. Far be it from us to 
hint that this is true ef New Hngland, 
whose abnormal conscience is said by 
historians to toot out like a pot-leg, 
but it is true of the rest of mankind; 
and no sooner is a child arrived at 
the point where it may entertain dim 
ideas of the grotesque and horrible 
than it is told by these who have the 
care of it, or it hears through one of 
the many channels that are open to 
childhood, that the blue-jay is a bird 
to be detested, if not feared, and that 
view once stamped on the mind is 
never wholiy eradicated. Children are 


'told that the blue-jay is never visible 


on Fridays, the reason being that he 
is then engaged in carrying sand to 
Satan in order thereby that the fur- 
naces of torment may be heated seven 
times hotter. This is no negro super- 
stition, although the blacks keep it 
alive. On the face of it, it is English, 
having, as it were, the light and gay 
touch that is such a marked feature of 
your true Briton. 

In spite of the many charges 
brought against the blue-jay—namely, 
that he destroys the eggs of other 
bisds, that he pulls up corn, and that 
he is guilty of this, that andthe other, 
those who know him best have long 
ago discovered that he is the blithest 
bird that flies, as well as one of the 
most peautiful. He is perhaps the 
only bird that can be credited with a 
real sense of humor, and if it some- 
times lead him into mischief, it is 
consoling to know that this is one of 
the drawbacks of humor the world 
over. He is the only bird that at all 
times and in all seasons is able to 
cope with the English sparrow. 

If he is such a terror to the rest 
of the birds as the Vermont observer 
declares, it is queer that they never 
show it in these latitudes. There is 
a garden, well known to the present 
writer, where the blue-jays have every 
opportunity -to display their vicious 
qualities, if any they have. Along 
with them in this same garden are to 
be found mocking birds, cat birds, 


| orchard orioles, thrushes and wrens; 


and this year the goodly company has 


been reinforced oy a pair of cardinal 
grosbeaks. All these birds associate 
together on terms of perfect friendli- 
ness. 

Frequently, when a voracious spar- 
row discovers a crust of bread that the 
cats refuse to eat, he will be disturbed 
by the absurd antics of the blue-jay. 
The sparrow seizes the bread and hies 
toa lonely place where he may feast in 


| peace, but the bluejay, ever on the 


alert, is quick to see the maneuver. 
Awaiting the moment when the spar- 
row feels that he will be unobserved, 
the blue-&y hops from his pereh and 
alights near the scene. He is in no 
hurry about matters, but presently 
makes a feint of taking the crust, 
hopping forward and backward and 
turning around, apparently with such a 
humorous appreciation of the rage 
and fear of the sparrow that the spec- 
tator is bound to sympathize with 
him. Sometimes he will drive the 
sparrow away from the - crust, but 
more frequently he will content him- 
self with teasing the other. He has, 
too, his little conventions of his own 
kind, in which there is as much confu- 
sion and shrillness of debate as may 
oe heard in a convention of Georgia 
republicans. 

Whenever the alarm is sounded all 
the jays in the neighborhood congre- 
gate in one tree and make a great pre- 
tense of indignation; but their anger 
is all of the antic variety. They never 
attack other birds, and as for robbing 
nests, and destroying the eggs and 
young of the song-birds, it seems to 
be confined entirety to the blue-jays 
that are starving in the inhospitable 
climate of New England. In this re- 
gion they seem to be very well be- 
haved birds, though they are always 
in for a frolic, in which they can dis- 
play to the best advantage tneir antic

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The Morality of Tariff Protection. 

The Constitution has always been 
a believer in the doctrine of ministers 
for the ministry, iawyers for the bar, 
doctors for the scalpel and the press 
for everytaing. 

When tue mintster of the gospel 
goes outside of the text of man and 
his tremendous aestiny to indulge in 
dissertations upon matters of purely 
secular or political moment, the im- 
potency of his suggestions usually 
militate against the dignity of his 
calling. 

On speaking from the text, “Thou 
shalt not steal,” a minister in a Balti- 
more pulpit last Sunday illustrated 
his remarks by references to the tariff 
question and pronounced the repub- 
lican tariff system a moral wrong, an 
industrial error and a political hum- 
bug. 

The remarks of the reverend gentle- 
man were illuminated by a deep and 
true insight into the situation. The 
truths he enunciated are important 
enough to be emphasized in the plat- 
form of the democratic party this 
year. The theory of government that 
would sanction exorbitant demands 
from the people on whom it depends 
for support and maintenance among 


[the powers of the earth, in order to 


extend trade at one-half the cost 
among foreign countries where the 
margin of profit is 50 per cent less, is 
unpatriotic in principle, unjust to 
those who are thereby deprived of a 
fuller share of the necessities of life, 
and manifestly unfair from an eco- 
nomic standpoint. 

Democracy in the national conven- 


tion of 1892 acopted as one of the | 


tenets of the party of the people the 
declaration that: “We denounce re- 
publican protection as a fraud, a rob- 
bery of the great majority of the 
American people for the benefit of the 
few.” 

Standing upon the shoulders of 
Americar consumers the trusts have 
endeavored to reach across the seas 
to gather in the trade of the world, 
not with the view of reducing the cost 
of necessities to the home trade, but 
using it as the basis for its discrim- 
inating operations. 

The Constitution has always urged 
this point of the democratic conten- 
tion and hopes to see the issue em- 
Phasized in the national convention 
this year. The party won in 1892 on 
this issue. There is infinitely more 
necessity for the curtailment of the 
greed of trusts today than there was 
twelve years ago. Hold the tariff 
reform banner aloft in the present 
campaign as emphasizing the princi- 
pal aggressive action of the party 
lines and hosts of American citizens 
will enlist in the cause.

Denies Aiding the Great 
Cotton Bull, 


New York, March 26.~—Danie] J. Sully, 
the failed cotton speculator, said today 
that acting on the advice of a friend he 
had secured personal counsel] to whom the 
prosecution of a sult against Edwin Haw- 
ley could not be fin any gense distasteful. 
John R. DosPassos ig the attorney se 
lected by Mr. Sully. Edwin Hawley ia 
president of the Iowa Centra) and the 
Minneapolis and St. Louis rallroads, and 
is one of the capitaNsts whose names 
have been mentioned recently as the 
backers of the Suly bull campaign. Mr. 
Sully gave out a formal statement Set- 
ting ferth his reagons for securing per- 
Sona] counsel, Mr. Hawley also gave 
Out a statement in which he declared that 
ne relations existed between himself and 
Mr. Sully’s firm other than those of cus- 
tomer and breker. 

Mr. Sully’s statement reads as follows: 

“Previous to my suspension, Mr. Cutch- 
eon, of Hornblewer, Byrne, Miller & 
Potter, had at various times since [I 
had been deing business in New York, 
acted for me in several] lega] matters, [ 
know that he and his comrade also acted 
in various matters for Mr. Hawley. When 
I suspended I consulted Mr. Cutcheon, He 
had no knowledge at that time of any 
possible conflict between the interests of 
Mr. Hawley and myself. When it ap- 
peared that there might be such a con- 
flict, he asked to be released from acting 
for me or my firm, and I insisted on his 
remaining as our lega| adviser, and after 
consulting his partners, and, in view of 
the exigencies of my situation, he con- 
sented to de so. Neither he nor his firm 
has ever acted for Hawley in connection 
with any of the matters over which any 
conflict may arise nor been under any 
genera] retainer by Mr. Hawley or his 
interests, and there was no reason why 
they should not act for me, 

“IT am perfectly satisfied that their en- 
tire action has been with a view solelv to 
the interests of myself and my firm and 
my creditors. 

“A friend whose advice I fee] it wise to 
accept has, however, suggested that I em- 
ploy in addition to Hornblower, Byrne, 
Miller & Cutcheon, Other personal coun- 
sel, to whom the prosecution of a guilt 
against Mr. Hawley could not be in any 
sense distasteful.”” — 

Mr, Hawley’'s statement !{s as follows: 

“No relations existed between Mr. Sul- 
ly’s firm and myself other than those 
of customer and broker. The cotton held 
for my account by the firm which had 
originally purchased it, was disposed of 
by my direction through that firm as a 
business transaction without any collat- 
eral condition or consideration whatever 
The account was therefore adjusted, 
liquidated and closed out.

“TI am on record as favoring the nomi- 
nation of Senator Joe Bailey for the 
presidency,” said he today, ‘‘and I believe 
he should be nominated this year. I 
favor this action not only because I be- 
lieve the time has come for the south 
to give practical demonstration of its 
belief in its right to be considered fully 
in the union, and not énly because of Sen- 
ator Batley’s unquestioned capabilities 
which mark him as the peer of any 
American; but I am also fn favor of this 
action now because I believe it would be 
expedient from a party standpoint.

FOR TWO STATES 
PROVISION MADE 


Oklahoma and Arizona To 
Be Created Out of Four 
Territories, 


Washington, March 26.—‘‘Tho states of 
Oklahoma and Arizona’ are created in a 
bill] which has been completed by the re- 
publican members of the subcommittee of 
the house committee on territories. The 
democratic members of this subcommittee 
have been placed in possession of bill and 
after they have considered it for a few 
days a meeting of the full, subcommittee 
will be heid.

NO PENSIONS 
FOR HESSIANS 


Representative Patterson 
Wants All Foreigners Off 
the Rolls, 


Wilshington, March 26.—(Speciai.)—Rep- 
resentative Patterson, of Tennessee, has 
introduced a bill providing for the re- 
moval from the pension rolls of all for- 
elgen citigens. 

It ig estimated that there are upon the 
pension rolis of the United States upward 
of 4,000 persons who are not résidents 
in nor citizens of this country. They 
draw from the treasury upward of $500,- 
000 armually. This amount goes to these 
persons in their foreign homes. it 
the only link binding them to this coun- 
try. 

Mr. Pattempon contends that Inasmuch 
ag these persons are not citizens of tls 
government and owe no allegiance to it, 
thelr being given pensions Is entirely 
wrong. Most of them, in his opinion, may 
properly be put in the *‘Hesealan”’ clasa 
of hired soldiers. They fought in the 
unien armies because they were paid to 
do so. 

He thinks it wrong in principle and 
wrong in practice to be paying a pension 
to these persons, and his bill provides 
that their names shall be stricken from 
the rolls.

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MUST RETAIN RUSSIAN NAME. 


Hirsovitz’s Application To Change 
His Name Denied by Judge 
Lumpkin. 

An apDlication by Jacob Hirsovitz, a 
Russian who conducts a store on De 
catur street, to be allowed to change his 
name to Jacob Hirsh, was yesterday re- 
fused by Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of the 

superior court. 

Hirsovitz was denied the privilege of 
shortening his name, because of the fact 
that there are already other Jacob 
Hiirsches In Atlanta, and sufficient evti- 
dence was produced to convince the court 
that the proposed change would cause in- 
convenience and confusion in mail, and 
that it would work no special benefit. 
Objection was made to the application 
by the well-Known Hirsch family of At- 
lanta, the objectors protesting that there 
are two Hirsches bearing the name of 
Jacob. 

When the application came up for a 
hearing, the Hirsch family was répre- 
sented by counsel, and asked permission 
to be heard on the matter. Judge 


Lumpkin stated that he would allow any 
evidence to be-introduced that would 
throw Lght on the question of the change 
of name. Morris Hirsch testified for the 
objectors, and stated the reasons why 
the Hirsches opposed a change of Hirs- 
ovitz’s name. 

Hirsovitz ia a native Russian, and his 
father’s name was Babin. When the 
former came to this country he adopted 
his mother’s name, which is Hirsov.tz, 
and has borne that name for about fif- 
teen years. Hirsovitz was represented by 
Attorneys J. K. Hines and Morris Macks, 
and the objectors were represented by 
Attorneys Westmoreland: Bros. and Mil- 


ton Hirsch.

TO LEAVE FARM 


Amagines Husband Is After fer 
and Smashes Furniture 


(Dr. Allen Declares She Is Suffering 
from Chronic Delusional Insan- 
ity—Steps Taken To Send 
Her to State Sanita- 

rium at Once.

Dr. H. D. Allen, who is a member of 
the medical staff of the state prison farm, 
mvhere Mrs. Wood is now a prisoner, has 
certified to Chairman Turner, of the state 
‘prison commission, that Mrs. Wood is 
| suffering from chronic delusional insanity. 
Immediate steps will be taken to have her, 
‘transferred to the sanitarium at Milledge- | 
ville. 

Mrs. Wood, it will be remembered, was 
gsecently sentenced to two years’ impris- 
@®nment for attempting to kill her hus- 
mand. She attacked him suddenly some 
months ago in an Atlanta boarding house, 
‘fired several revolver shots and after the 
.emoke cleared away and the desperate 
\woman was overpowered Wood was dis- 
anieet to be seriously wounded. 

He was taken to the Grady hospital and 
ghe to the Tower. He recovered in a few 
mweeks and what came so near bringing 
gbout a trial for murder resulted in an in- 
Mictment and trial on the charge of assault 
Ro murder. The trial, held before Judge 
fRoan, created a considerable sensation 
lat the time af, a verdict of guilty being 

eturned against the pretty defendant, she 
‘was sentenced to two years imprisonment. 
' Only the other day, after an applica- 
Mtion for executive clemency had been de- 
mied, she was taken from the Tower and 
carried to Milledgeville, where she was 
placed on the state prison farm. In leav- 
ng Atlanta she declared with passionate 
rvehemence that she would never wear the 
e@tripes of a convict. At the prison farm 
she smashed all the furniture in her room. 

Once before the sensational shooting af- 
fray in which she wounded her husband,

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Mrs. Wood attempted to shoot down a 
seamstress employed at the time in a 
prominent Peachtree residence. Many peo- 
ple in Atlanta believed her mentally un- 
balanced and to them the following tele- 
gram from Eatonton, Judge ‘Turner's 
home, received at The Constitution office 
last night, will be no surprise: 

*“‘Eatonton, Ga., March 26 —(Special.)— 
Chairman Turner, of the prison commis- 
tion has received news of a certificate 
made by Dr. H. D. Allen, of Milledgeville, 
that Mrs. W. J. Wood, who was recently 
sent to the state farm, is suffering from 
chronic delusional insanity. 

“Dr. Allen, who is an expert in cases of 
insanity, made a thorough study of this 
case, spending several hours with Mrs. 
Wood. <Acting upon his certificate, steps 
were taken to transfer Mrs. Wood to the 
state sanitarium and she will be taken 
there tomorrow. Since being at the state 
farm she has smashed everything in her 
room that was breakable and has refused 
food. She imagines her husband, whom 
she tried to kill, is plotting against her. 
Under instructions she has received the 
kindest treatment at the state farm.”

TO DEMAND FINE 


OF RAILROADS 


Two of Them to Be Sued fer 
Violating Rules of Com- 
mission, 


The state raflroad commission has in- 
structed the attorney general, Hon. John 
C. Hart, to institute proceedings against 
the Hawkinsville and Florida Southern 
and the Seaboard Air Line railroads to 
ccmpel them to pay fines of $5,000 each 
for violation of the commission’s rules. 
Last October the commission passed a 
rule requiring these roads to provide ade- 
quate depot facilities at Pitts, Ga., and 
giving them ninety days in which to do 
it. This order has not been carried out 
and the roads will be sued for the fines. 

Practically all of the leading railroads 
of the state are under charges of viola- 
ing rules of the commission, in that they 
increased certain freight rates without 
first securing the commission's’ permis- 
sion, and also charged more for certain 
short hauls than for long ones, the shorter 
Gistance being included within the longer. 
Traffic men representing nearly all the 
roads were present at the meeting of the 
commission, and they were instructed to 
prepare a statement showing all the in- 


stances in which these rules have been 


violated. The commission will then con- 
sider them and will decide whether its 
rules should be modified or the roads 
should Se punished for failure to com- 
ply with them. 

At the request of representatives of the 
publishing houses which are putting in 
school books under the uniformity law, 
a low rate of third class was fixed on 
second-hand school books, for which the 
new books are being exchanged under the 
uniformity law. 

The Southern was ordered to prepare 
and present within fifteen days plans for 
a new depot at McRae, Ga., for which the 
people of that place have petitioned. 


FIGHT ON FOREIGN CHARTER. 


New Jersey Corporation After New 
Orleans Street Railway. 

New Orleans, March 26.—Challenging its 
right to exist in this state, Attorney Gen- 
eral Guion today brought suit against the 
New Orleans Railways Company of New 
Jersey, which is in control of all the street 
railway properties in New Orleans, 

The object of the present suit is to pre- 
vent the making over to the railways com- 
pany of leases by local raiiroads running 
up to the date of the expiration of their 
franchises. 

The attorney general contends that un- 
der its New Jersey charter the raiiways 
company cannot lease railroad property in 


| 


Louisiana; that the acquisition of these 
leases would create a monopoly of a pub- 
lic utility and that the railways company 
is not legally authorized to act as a cor- 
poration in this state.

Tifton, Ga., March 26.—A fine lot of 
Georgia yellow pine, for the state build- 
ing at the St. Louis exposition, is being 
prepared in Tifton.

Mill Association's liberal contribution, and 
the work is being done under the personal 
supervision of President H. H. Taft. 
Some of the handsomest specimens of 
native woods are. being prepared in a 
manner that will show them off to the 
greatest possible advantage. The beauti- 
ful yellow pine, in all its varieties, will 
be used for the interior work of the build- 
ing. 

Some of the specimens of curly pine, 
now being polished and hard-oiled, are 
the finest ever seen here. 


ROOF OF STORE 
FELL ON MIMS 


Young Man of Philema Man- 
gled in Peculiar Ac- 
cident. 


Albany, Ga., March  26.—(Special.)— 
News has been recefved here of a dis- 
tressing accident which befell Luke W. 
Mims, a prominent young merchent of 
Philema, yesterday afternoon. Philema 
is a small place on the Atlantic and 
Northern, between Albany and Cor- 
dele. 

Just as the northbound train stopped 
at Philema, the track being but a few 
yards from Mims’ store, the front ve- 
randa of the store suddenly collapsed. 
The roof fell upon Mims, who was sit- 
ting in a chair. He was badly crush- 
ed, several] ribs being broken and other 
injuries sustained. A number of pas-

HOWELL WORKIN 
FOR Tht EARIBIT 


Holds Conference with Expo- 
sition Company's President. 


Mayor Telegrapns Thit He Will Hold 
Another Conference Monday and 
Will Probably Then Close 
the Contract for At- 
lanta Exhibit. 


Final arrangements for the erection of 
the Atlanta depot in the Model City of 
the Louisiana Purchase exposition at St. 
Louis will probably be made by tomorrow 
evening. Mayor Howell is now in St. 
Louis and has already held a conference 
with President David Francis of the ex- 
position company. 

Mayor Howell was in communication 
by telegraph yesterday with P. Thornton 
Marye, architect for the depot of the At- 
lanta Terminal company and for the At- 
lanta depot in the Model City. The views 
of the architect regarding the latest de- 
velopments are now known to Mayor 


Howell and will be considered by him in 
completing arrangements for the Atlanta 
exhibit during the conferences tomorrow. 

Mayor Howell left for St. Louis Thurs- 
day evening. He went for the purpose of 
investigating the cause of the delay in 
closing the contract for the Atlanta build- 
ing and also to make final arrangements 
for its construction if he found it possi- 
ble to do so. 

During the latter part of February Mr. 
Marye went to St. Louis taking the plans 
for the Atlanta depot in the Mode! City 
with him. The plans were apparently ac- 
ceptable to the exposition authorities and 
when he returned to Atlanta it was with 
the assurance that the contract would be 
signed and forwarded immediately. On 
February 26 Mayor Howell received from 
President Francis a telegram to the ef- 
fect that the contract had been approved 
and would be forwarded at once. 

From that time until last Thursday, 
although Mayor Howell had both written 
and telegraphed, no word was received 
from the exposition authorities. On Tues- 
day a telegram was received which an- 
nounced that the contract had been signed 


and forwarded. Last Thursady it had not 
arrived and Mayor Howell determined to 


visit St. Louis. He left Thursday even- 
ing.

In telegraphing to Atlanta regarding the 
conference of yesterday Mayor Howell 
stated that he would again meet Presi- 
dent Francis Monday morning and would 
doubtless, at that time, make final ar- 
rangements for letting the contract. 

Considerable interest is manifested in 
Atlanta regarding the developments con- 
cerning the Atlanta depot at St. Louls. 
The municipality has subscribed $5,000 
towards the building, the Atlanta Termi- 
nal company has given $2,500, and various 
citizens have subscribed another $2,500, 
making $10,000 in all that is in the fund 
for the construction of the building.

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FIGHT FOR FLORIDA TOGA . 
NOW STIRS ENTIRE STATE 


Tallahassee, Fia., March 26.—(Special.)— 
Tt ia iterally and emphatically true 
that Florida has never since the memor- 
able Hayes-Tilden contest of 1876 known 
such a heated and exciting political con- 
test as is now being waged with:n the 
Ynes of the democratic payy in this 
state. The republican party in Florida 
is a mere figure of speech, and, having 
Mo republicans to fight, the democfats 
have split wide open to fight among 
themselves. Comparatively little interest 
is taken Dy Mlorida democrats .n the 
presidential election or in the state's rep- 
resentation in the national convention; 
but the contests for the pamy nomina- 
Bons for the United States senator and 
governor have reached white heat and 
are, without any doubt, attracting more 
attention than any other issue of like 
nature in recent years. These, ard es- 
pecially the senatorial fight, have, in 
great measure, thrown the r umerous other 
lively contests for state officers and con- 
gressmen in the shade, and the columns 
of the state press are loaded with sen- 
atorial and gubernatorial literature. 

The term of office of Hon. James P. 
Taliaferro, the junior United States sen- 
ator ¢rom Florida, expires March 4, 
1905. The legislature which will elect 
his successor does not meet until April, 
1906, a month after the term has ex- 
pired. The guccessor to Senator Talia- 
ferro will, however, virtually be~thosen 
in a white democratic primary election 
to be held throughout the state on May 
10, next. The nominee of the democratic 
primary election will be duly elected by 
the legislature, when it convenes, @s the 
legislature will be solidly democratic. 


Four Men in the Race. 

There are four candidates for the dem- 
ocratic primary nomination—Hon. James 
P. Taliaferro, a Jacksonville banker 
and capitalist, the incumbent; Hoa. 
Wilkinson Call, of Jacksonville, who was 
United Staes senator from Florida for 
eighteen years, from 1879 to 1887; 
fon. John N. C. Stockton, ‘another 
Jacksonville banker, and Hon. William 
6. Jennings, of Brooksville, the gdvernor 
of Florida. Under the primary law of 
the state, the nominee must receive a 
maority of all. the votes cast. There 
‘being four candidates, it seems quite 
‘certain that there will be no -.nom- 
{nation at the first primary election, May 


10, next. If no one of the candidates 
receives a majority of the votes cast at 


cetving the highest votes cast will go 
into a second primary election, to be held 
four weeks after the first. It is gen- 
erally considered that former Senstor 
Wilkineon Call will receive the lowest 
yote, but who will be the other candidate 
to drop out after the first primary is 
problematical. 

Senator Taliaferro’s friends claim he is 
entitled to a second term because they 
say he has made a good and useful sen- 
ator, and cite precedents that he should 
be reelected. ‘The opposition attacks on 
Mr. Taliaferro are based upon the charge 
that he is too olosely identified with 
corporation and capitalistic interests to 
render proper service to the common peo- 
ple, and yet he has a strong rural fol- 
lowing. 

Mr. Stockton styles himself the “anti- 
corporation candidate,” and by many 
people he ts coneideréd too much so. Mr. 
Stockton boasts of his complete and 
everlasting antagonism to corporations 
und has pitched his candidacy almost 
solely upon that attitude. He ig a very 
likeable man, and a capital mixer with 
the people. 

He and Senator Taliaferro have no 
use for each other, either politically or 
personally, and their bitterness has add- 
ed ginger to the campaign. Mr. Stock- 
ton was a candidate for the senate be- 
fore the kegislature which elected Sena- 
tor Mallory in 1897. 

Governor W. 8S. Jennimgs, the other 
aspirant for the senatorship, occupies 
a rather peculiar position in the con- 
test. 

There has been no denial of the bDril- 
lant achievements of the Jennings ad- 
ministration of state affairs nor of the 
fact that his administration takes first 
rank for success and accomplishments. 
Governor Jennings has planted his can- 
didacy squarely and without qualifica- 
tion upon the state and national demo- 
cratic platforms of 1900, and his friends 
claim that his superior knowledge on 
all subjects of importance to the people 
of Florida and his recognized ability and 
business qualifications peculiarly fit him 
for senator.

The contest has for several months 
been a most exciting one, and from now 
until the primary election, on May 10, 
it will be red-hot.

STAY WET OR DRY 
COMMAND SOLONS 


Check Put on Liquor Fight 
in Mississippi 


Only Action Taken on Whisky Ques- 
tion by Legislature Was Pass- 
age of Bill Prohibiting 
Elections Less Than 
Two Years Apart. 


Jackson, Miss., March 26.—(Special.)— 
The only law of any nature bearing on 
the iquor traffic passed by the recent 
legislature wag the Hicks bill prohibit- 
ing petitions for local option elections be- 
ing filed oftener than two years, and pro- 
vidimg that these petitions must remain 
on file with the boards of supervisors 
thirty days before being passed upon. 

This act has as its mein object to 
prevent the continual agitation in ‘dry’ 
counties for open saloons, and also gives 
the prohibitionists a chance to get their 
fighting forces in readiness when such 
petitions ere filed. HoWever, it is a knife 
which will cut both ways, for the prohi- 
ditionists will find their hands tied in 
the fifteen ‘“‘wet’’ counties of the state 
when they desire to secure elections to 
exterminate the saloons. 

The pill making it a felony to sell 
liquor without license when such person 
is convicted on gecond offense, was 
strangled to death tn tho senate commit- 
tee on liquor traffic. Another measure 
killed BY the séWate was the proposed 
act prohibiting tne shipment of liquor 
from ‘“wet’’ counties into “dry’’ coun- 
ties. Tiieso acts, together with the house 
amendment providing for constitutional 
prohibition, formed the sum 4nd sub- 
stance of Mquor legislation at the recent 
eeSsion. 

Cornér in Stove Wood. 

Word reaches here from Senatobia tha: 
Hon J. M. Poag, sheriff of Tate coun- 
ty, has accomplished the most unique 
corner of a commodity on record, and, 
unlike Sully and his bull cohorts in New 
York, ig holding on Uke grim death. 

In gome mysterious manner the Tate 
county gaheriff? has acquired options On 
@ll the stove wood within a reasonable 
hauling distance of Senatobia, and in con- 
Sequence the price of this commodity has 
advanced from 65 cents to $1.25 per load 
and promises to go atill higher. A strong 
and determined effort is being made vy 
the citizens to buck the bull ring and 
break the market, but thus far it has 
been unsuccessful and the sheriff is 
commanding his price with all the grim- 
ness of shylock demanding his pound of 
flesh. 

Natchez Hard To Please. 

Major M. Gilleas, assistant general su- 
perintendent of the Illinois Central road, 
with headquarterg at Memphis, wouid 
like very Much for the people of Natchez 
1o get together among themselves and 
find out just what they want in the way 
uf a train service. 

A few weeks ago a meeting of the Pro- 
gressive Business Men’s League of 
Natchez was held and « petition formed 
and forwarded to Major Gilleas asking 
that the regular southbOund passenger 
train on the Natchez branch be required 
to wait at Jackson until the arrival of 
the gouthbound limited over the main Nne 
of the Illinois Central in order to ac- 
commodate any passengers who might b9 
on the latter train and want to make 
eonnection for Natchez. The petition was 
readily granted and orders fssued for the 
train to wait here until the arrival of the 
limited train. 

It now devélops, as it always does, that

everybody in Natchez ts not pleaged with 
the new arrangement, and a counter pe- 
tition has been filed which places Major 
Gilleas and his railroad between Meée- 
phistopheles and the fathomless ocen— 
in other words, between the devil and the 
deep Dlue sea, 

The citizens who are opposed to the 
train being held at Jackson claims that 
ét delays their arrival at Natchez, and 
as this is the only line on which Natchez 
citizens can get to any other part of 
the state, they seriously object to any 
delays. In the meantime the railroad 
officials will patiently wait for the citi- 
zens to reach some agreement and decide 
on what they want. 

State Sunday School Conference. 

The Methedist Sunday schools in the 
MAssissippi conference will name dele- 
gates next month ‘for the annual Sun- 
day school convention of the conference, 
Which will assemble at Brookhaven on 
the 2nd of May and remain in session 
three days. 

Dr. H. M. Hamill, field secretary of 
Sunday school work for the United States, 
will be present and take a prominent part 
in the convention, as will also his wife, 
who is actively engaged in the work. 
Other noted Sunday school workers will 
be_ present. 


Lively Bidding for Stations. 

The citizens in the northwestern part of 
the state are very much interested in the 
work of locating the new agricultural ex- 
periment station for that section author- 
ized at the recent session of the legisla- 
ture, and several counties will submit 
flattering offers to the board of trustees 
of the Mississippi Agricultural and Me- 
chanical college, which will have the work 
in charge. 

Marshall county seems, to be particular- 
ly interested in the matter, and a mass 
meeting of citizens will be held at Holly 
Springs next week for the purpose of pre- 
paring an offer of land donation to be 
submitted to the board of trustees. Thus 
far no donations have been offered for 
the experiment station to be located in 
he delta, and as land values in that sec- 
tion have increased so marvelously within 
the past few years, it is not anticipated 
that numerous offers will be made. 


No Mercy on Sunday Ball. 

Governor Vardaman has declined to ex- 
tend executive clemency to the members 
of the Natchez baseball team of the Cot- 
ton States League who were tried and 
convicted in the magistrate’s court of 
that city for playing baseball on Sunday. 
The conviction occurred last season. 

It is stated that the governor's refusal 
to extend clemency was based on the feel- 
ing that by doing so he would give sanc- 
tion to Sunday baseball games and that 
the offense would be repeated, but it is 
contended by Natchez citizens that such 
would not be the case, and they seem to 
regret very much the governor’s action. 

Many Natchez citizens are not averse 
to Sunday baseball, while in the city of 
Vicksburg Sunday games are a fegular 
occurrence during the season and no efs- 
fort is made to prevent them. 

Hard on Stepfathers. 

Some of the negroes in Mississippi seem 
to have a mania for killing their step- 
fathers, two crimes of this kind having 
occurred within the past week, and the 
si@aigther must be endeavoring to wrest 
honors from the stepmother as an all- 
round nuisance in the family. 

In the Lilian neighborhood of Scott 
county a negro named Curtis Dozier was 
arrested on the charge of murdering his 
stepfather, urt Harris. The negro de- 
nies his guilt, but his own sister states 
that Dozier admitted the crime to her and 
she told her mother about it. Harris held 
a life insurance policy for $1,000 and it 
is contended that Dozier committed the 
crime with the hope of sharing with his 
mother as beneficiary in the policy. 

Down in Copiah county West Spinks 
shot and killed his stepfather, Wade 
Louie, the wife of Spinks being the cause 
of the controversy and the slayer claims 
that he was acting in self-defense.

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CITY PROBATION SYSTEM 
FROM A WOMAN'S VIEWPOINT 
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O matter that hag come before 
N the municipal government in some 
time has attracted ‘the. general 
attention that has the pending question 
of the probation system, thinking men 
and women alike interesting themselves 
in the development of the movement first 
suggested and worked wpon here by 
the City Federation of Womens’ Clubs. 
At the meeting here last spring of 
the Nationa] iCénference of Charities and 
Correction, an organization that leaves 
its impress everywhere it holds, and 
here inspiring a new life alomg the 
lines of civic and philanthropic refOrms, 
the probation system its principles, ob- 
jects and results were ably set forth by 
men and women who expressed their 
faith in it, not merely. through theoret- 
ical arguments, but through actual ob- 
servation, study and application of the 
principles of the system. 

Of its success wherever it has been 
applied One, to be convinced, has only 
to inquire of the municipal authorities 
in those cities and communities where 
it ‘holds. :

In view of the discussion, it is in order 
to noté some facts in reference to the 
ordinance which has been challenged un- 
der two heads, viz: that it does not 
provide for enough, and that it provides 
for too much. 

Investigation of these objections show: 
It. provides for a separate place of de- 
tention for all juvenile offenders and a 
trial for them by the recorder at a spe- 
cial time set apart from the trial of 
other offenders; it provides that they 
then, at the judgment of the recorder, 
be placed in charge of a probation officer, 
who shall, as their case may demand, 
return them to their homes; under his 
care and guidance, find homes for them,

if they have none, or if he deems it 
necessary, send them to the reformatory. 

This officer shall befriend these young 
persons fn all needed ways, ‘securing for 
them at need, occupation and oppor- 
tunity to work, and become honest cit!- 
zens. 

In view of the opposition to the meas- 
ure, it is quite as important to state 
clearly that the ordinance does not pro- 
vide for certain things which have been 
incorrectly credited to it. First of all, 
the ordinance does not provide for any 
new methods of arrest; it only deals 
with the treatment of young people after 
they have been arrested. 

A probation officer does not go about 
like a dog catcher snapping up boys on 
any pretext. His, purpose, rather, is to 
minimize arrests, and provide means for 
preventing young offenders from crystal- 
lizing !n criminals. 

An instance of how : 
an minimize arrests W 
ie story from a New Jersey elty. pe 
were continually being arrested for steal- 
ing the brasses which were used in rail- 
way supply construction at some shops. 
These brasses were sold by the boys for 
a song, but kept numbers of them con- 
tinually in court. The probation officer 
went to the root of the matter and found 
that the men in the shops dropped their 
work brasses and all where they stood 
when the quitting hour came, and then 
left them exposed and a temptation to 
the lads of the neighborhood. It was 
found possible to force the shops to have 
their brasses put under cover and thus 
many arrests were prevented. 

A probation officer does not tend te 
the removal of boys from their homes. 
He more frequently than not returner 
them to their homes, but under a watch- 
fu] guidance which tends to avoid a rep- 
etition of the offenses which brought

them from these homes into police court. , 


When eight white boys under the age 
of 14 years are at one time confined in 
the Tawer awalting senitence {for of- 
fenses which, though not dreadful, could 
not be ignored, it is necessary to ask 
what provision is to be made for juve- 
nile offenders. 

Every thinking person will shrink with 
horror from the thought of sending these 
eight little children and others like them 
to the chaingang. It is easy to lull our 
consciences by saying: ‘“‘Why the refor- 
matory, by al] means.”’ 

The last grand jury report says of the 
Fulton county reformatory: ‘It affords 
accommodation for forty-eight boys; 
forty-eight boys are now in residence 
there.”’ 

Where, then, shall 
boys in the Tower? 

Even if there were unlimited space i. 
the reformatory it would be best not to 
send boys there except in extreme cases. 
There are enough of these to keep it 
filled and when possible it is preferable 
that children grow up in homes rather 
than in institutions. 

These eight little boys now in the Towes 
are earnests of other Jads like them who 
are coming to this abrupt parting of the 
Ways in their careers. 

Will they be helped into a decent life 
or jeished into a dishonorable one? 

This is a question Atlanta must de- 
cide, and promptly. 

The argument for the probation system 
as the answer to this question lies in 
the fact that in the twenty cities and 
twelve states in which it is in operation 
the figures prove that probationed offend- 
ers do not come back into court. In 
New York the estimate is that 98 per 
cent of the probationed juvenile and 
adult offenders are never seen in court 
again. It not this what should be ac- 
complished in Atlanta?

SILENT BRIDES OF KOREA, 
WHERE MEN ARE GOSSIPS 


ONDON, March 17.—Here is a 
‘. photograph, brought from _ the 
Far East only a short time ago, 
which shows exactly how the ‘‘silent 
brides,”’ as those of Korea are called with 
60 much reason, look on the wedding doy. 
For the benefit of fair readers it may be 
said that although the robes depicted 
therein remind one somewhat of Japanese 
garments, the broad girdle with its enor- 
mous knot at the back which is found on 
the isiand giri’s kimono, is not a part of 
the Korean belle’s decoration, while the 
sleeves edged with deep white bands are 
much larger than those worn across the 
straits. The headdress, a most impor- 
tant part of the quaint outfit, is peculiar 
to Korean brides. Made of heavy cloth, 
carefully quilted and stiffened with a 
sort of canvas lining, it covers all except 
a very little of the hair and rises about 
a foot above the head. The large wooden 
pins at the back hold the headgear se- 
curely in place, the ribbon falling over the 
left shoulder being decorative only. 
Dressed in this costume the young wo- 
man who, since her parents have arrang- 
ed all her marriage affairs, perhars never 
has seen her future husband, is led be- 
fore the priest for a ceremony which 
probably has no equa! for simplicity. At 
a word from the priest the contracting 
persons bow to each other slow.y and 
solemnly and—all is over! Then the bride 
goes home to await further orders while 
the husband, gathering about h’'m all his 
friends and acquaintances, departs for 
an elaborate feast which he gives in hori- 
or of himself. Occasionally the maiden 
may get a glimpse of her destined mate 
before the wedding day if she be fortu- 
nate enough to peep through a lattice 
while he passes the house, but this does 
not often occur. 
Once married the bride’s family identi- 
ty at once sinks before her new name 


and she is never khown except as so-and- | 
so’s wife. Her chief duty is to attend | 
strictly to her own business, not speaking | 


except when necessary. So firmiy is this 
virtue impressed upon the young girl's 
mind that several months often pass be- 
fore her husband hears his partner's 
voice, and where a father-in-law ‘s one 
of the family whole years of almost ab- 
solute silence are said to elapse. Thus 
the gossip is all retailed by the men.

In Korea, the popular fondness for 
keeping clean amounts almost to a mania. 
Noblemen and coolie alike take pains to 
keep their outer garments as immaculate 
as ble and the coolies, who dress in 
white exclusively, seem to take special 
pride in wearing their clothes only 4 
short time between washings. 

In consequence, the cleaning of apparel 


of all kinds can be described as one of 
Korea's most important industries. Prac- 
tical:y every day is washing day there, 
and the accompanying photegraph, just 
received from the ‘“‘Kingdom of the Morn- 
ing Calm’ shows how the native women 
go about their task. 

The stream shown in this photograph 
is an artificial one, though natural water- 
ways are used wherever possible. The 
little ditches at the bottom of the big 
trench has been dug to receive the di- 
verted current of some nearby stream or 
neighboring storage reservoir. Squatting 
on their heels, the women soak and scrub 
the garments, the scrubbing being done 
by laying the clothing on one of the large, 
flat gtones shown in the picture and 
pounding with another stone- Then the 
‘“‘wash’”’ !s spread on the bank to dry. 

Besides making all the clothing for their 
famiiy, the native women spin the cotton 
and weave the cloth. Not less interesting 
than the making of clothing, however, is 
the manufacture of the gauze hats which 
probably cannot be found in any country 
except Korea. These begin with < frame- 
work of fine bamboo strips. Then comes 
an interlacing of horsehair and cotton 
thread and the whole is varnished with 
a peculiar black lacquer to bind the 
threads together.

RIGHTS OF COACHMEN 
IN MATRIMONY SECURE 


English Judge Lays Down the Law That if They 
Wed Heiresses, Relatives of the Brides Who 
Persuade Them To Leave Their Husbands 
Are Liable to Damages.

Their folks us- 
vally . cut p rought and persuade the 
wayward brides to leave their humble 
spouses. 

Now aspiring Jehus may find a remedy 
for this—or at least substantial finan- 
cial consOlation—in what may be termed 
a New Declaration of Coachmen's Mat- 
rimonial Rights as laid down by-an im- 
partial British judge and enforced by a 
stolid British jury. 

Hereafter, if the relatives of an heiress 
who elopes with a coachman get around 
her and pour into her ears harrowing 
tales of the misery that follows ill-assort- 
ed uniOns, and work upon her feelings by 
conjuring up pictures of broken parenta: 
hearts, the coachman—to use the language 
of one of them—‘‘can jolly well sue the 
blooming toffs and stick ‘em for heavy 
damages,”’ 

Albert Edward Smith is the name of the 
ecachman who by establishing this pre- 
cedent has emerged from the double ob- 
scurity of the commonest of patronymics 
and a humble calling, and placed gene- 
rations of coachmen yet unborn under 
lasting obligations to him. The legas 
battie has just been fought and won at 
the Leicestershire Assizes before Mr. Jus- 
tice Wright. 

In December, 1901, Smith, fresh from 
service with the Imperial Yeomanry in 
{South Africa, obtained a situation as 
coachman with Mr. Robert Walter Kaye, 
a country gentleman of good family and 
go6d purse. Shorily afterwards the heir-

For three years he played on the coast, 
every year with San Francisco in the 
Outlaw League. During al) this time he 
was known for his hard hitting and 
brilliant fielding. 

He is and always has been a versatile 
ball player.

He has 
pitched, canght, played in the infleld and 
in the outfield, and has done well in 
each. department. 

Away back before he came to this 
city he was out im Californt. playing 
with the San Francisco team. - One of the 
pitchers jumped the team and there was 
no way of getting a new man. The club 
was fighting for the pennant and was 
close up in the race. As a last resource 
Krug was sent into the box. With a govd 
head, a great whip and perfect contro 
he held the batters under control and 
won nine games out of the ten he 
pitched, 

“Some day,’’ said he yesterday in speak- 
ing of this record, ‘‘when my batting eye 
deserts me, I will go back to pitching for 
a living.’’ 

After leaving the Atlanta team m 1902 
he went to Philadelphia and played there 
until the season ended. With this club 
he played nearly every position. 

When the next geason began he went 
out to his first love, San Francisco, and 
played there through the year, ‘a 1118 owt 
son he was released by San Francisco, 
and as the Outlaw League had entered 
into the fold, under baseball rules he 
belonged to Atlanta, and today he Is 
playing left field for Powell.

There hag been much perplexity to de- 
cide how far the rise in stocks fs likely 
to go. Most persons look for a series of 
‘advances, with alternate recessions, last- 
jing through April and perhaps carried in- 
to May. They asserted that we had had 
a long continued decline in stocks ex- 
tending over a Year and a half, without 
any considerable recovery. Practically agl 
of the disturbing ements, except the 
vague uncertainties of presidential elec- 
tion year, have been left in the baak- 
ground and seem to have been distounted. 
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The country’s leading industries, notably 
iron, steel 4nd textile manufactures, are 
satisfactorily recovering. The collapse in 
certain staple prices Kaves those mar- 
kets much healthier and in a condition to 
encourage larger exports. The bulls say 
the plethora of money is an additional 
reason why securities should find a ready 
market, urging that the public has with- 
held vast amounts of money, waiting for 
a favorable turn in the situation; that 
with the removal of the Northern Securi- 
ties bugaboo and restoration of confi- 
dence, and with promised continuation 
of community of interest among the lead- 
ing railroads there are no clouds in sight. 
In answer to these arguments the bears 
replied that with foreign flotations of new 
securities coming in rapid succession, and 
with foreign government and municipal 
issues difficult of gale on any reasonable 
terms; with some of the largest rail- 
roads tied up by enormous temporary 
loans which will have to be removed be- 
fore many months tmless they can put 
out long term bonds, the public will con- 
tinually be surfeited with fresh securities 
before it has properly digested the exist- 
ing ones. Hence, they say, every little 
spurt in stocks will be used as an oppor- 
tunity to “‘sandbag’’ the public with more 
Obligations of debt, and the holder of 
stocks will not get the benefit of much of 
a rise. The bears alao deciare that there 
are many “lame ducks’ as a result of the 
Sully failure and it wilh require time for 
readjusting ¢heir affairs and liquidating 
their accounts. There its talk of early 
gold exports and a hitch between Hill 
and Harrimen over the readjustment of 
Northern Securities. Time will tell how 
far these consilerations are worth tak- 
ing notice of. 


Railroads Steady Market. 

A close observer of the stock market 
said: “One gxplanation of the recent 
steadiness of securities is that the rail- 
road corporations have been continued 
larger buyers of the subsidiary shares in 
which they are interested, taking the op- 
portunity to strengthen their foothold 
and at the same time supporting their 
‘own credit by keeping up the market. I 
infer from this that Pennsylvania has 
been buying large quantities of Baltimore 
and Ohio, Norfolk and Western, Chesa- 
peake and Ohio; Baltimore and Ohio and 
Lake Shore have been absorbing Read- 
ing; Union Pacific buying Southern Pa- 
cific, and so on, This, of course, is mere- 
ly a theory, but if it is true it Would be 
@ very convenient method of supporting 
the stock market, and the bankers would 
have to spend less of their own resources 
when any bad news occurs. 

“It is inconceivable that the railroad 
companies would directly purchase their 
own shares, that is, Pennsylvania buy in 
its own stock, for example, as the United 
States Steel Corporation has a right to do 
under its charter and the Rock Island 
Company of New Jersey has a right to 
do. There would, forsooth, come a time 
when a company’s credit might become 
seriously impaired by overstepping the 
bonds of business judgment.’’

Commenf on Bank Statement. 


New York, March 26.—The Financier 
this week says: “The striking features 
of the statements of the New York asso- 
ciated banks last week were new high 
records for deposits and for loans, the 
latter passing the billion dollar mark, the 
government deposits were the highest of 
the year, the cash balance of the banks 
was $3,072,000, or $796,500 above the in- 
crease as estimated from the traceable 
movements of.money during the week. 
The deposits were augmented $11,654,800 
to a new high record, which amount 
is only $362,100 less than the sum of. 
the gain in cash and the increase in 
loans; therefore the statement showed a 
good balance. It is noteworthy that, 
compared with the previous week, the 
public deposits increased by $5,459,400, 
reflecting the concentration of these de- 
posits in the especially designated banks 
in anticipation probably of preparations 
for the Panama payment. The required 
reserve of 25 per cent cash against all 
deposits was increased through the gain 
in this item by $2,913,700, deducting 
which from the increase in cash leaves 
$158,300 as the gain in surplus reserve to 
$27,468,875. Computed on the basis of 
deposits, less those of $45,948,100 public 
funds, the surplus ts $38,955,900. Tha 
loans were expanded by $8,944,900, car- 
rying the total of this item $7,863,700 
above the billion dollar mark. This in- 
crease in loans most likely reflected the 
item placing at call deposits which had 
been concentrated in the banks during 
the week. It may be’ observed that the 
amount of increase in this item of loans 
closely correspond with the above noted 
gain in public deposits since they began 
to be transferred to this center early in 
February. 

Circulation was increased by $22,000. 
The daily average of clearimgs during the 
week was $190,000,000, or $53,000,000 
greater than in the previous week, re- 
flecting the more active speculation on 
the stock exchange. The clearings on 
Saturday, as the resulf of Friday’: busi- 
ness, were $1!188,664,79!. Comparisons 
of changes in the item of loans show 
that ten banks, including the special 
depositories, gained $5,600,000 net. The 
losses in cash by these ten banks were 
$5,800,000 net and the increase in de- 
posits were $4.800,000.

Much has been written about the cli- 
mate of San Francisco and of California 
in general; much that is true, but per- 
haps more that is less than true. It !s 
a region of surprises and contradictions. 
In the early spring months it is some- 
times very disappointing to strangers who 
visit the country for the first time. The 
other day, during one of those cold rain 
storms, which sometimes visit the Pacifie 
coast in February and March, and when 
people in the famous Santa Clarn valley 
were shivering before open fires, a “‘ten- 
der foot’’ from the east was heard to 
exclaim: “And so this is California, the 
land of sunshine and flowers!”’ Next day, 
when not a speck of cloud was to be seen, 
and the green foot hills and the vast 
stretches of fruit orchards and vegetable 
gardens were smiling like May roses under 
the genial rays of the. sun, the same 
gentleman was heard to say: “Well, 
after all, I must fal] into line; there is 
something indescribably beautiful and 
strangely fascinating about this California 
climate!’’ 

That is about the experience of every 
one who stays here long enough to learn 
something of the weather. The blustery 
and fickle month of March is confessedly 
the most disagreeable of the twelve, Te- 
gerdless of jatitude or longitude, and 
California affords no very conspicuous 
exception to the rule. And yet it fs a 
fact beyond dispute that the dreaded 


| month of March, loses most of its terrors 


west of the Rocky mountains. 
A Vast Commonwealth. 

It must be remembered that California 
{s a very large country; next to Texas, It 
is by odds the largest state in the union. 
And yet its climate is not determined by 
latitude. From about the 4Ilst degree 
north down to the Mexican border, cov- 
ering a distance greater than that from 
New York to Savannah the mean: annual 
temperature is abont 65 degrees. In other 
words, it is a region of perpetual] spring, 
not unlike the great plateaux of Turya 
and Bogota, in South America. Here no 
one ever suffers with frost-bitten limbs 
or falls a victim to heat. Apoplexy and 
malarial fevers are almost unknown. 

Within the radius of a hundred miles, 
almost anywhere between San Francisco 
and the Mexican border, you may find 
all sorts of climate save the extremes 
of the Arctics and the tropics. From the 
cool moist of the coast to the dry heat 
of the interior valleys, means but the 
crossing of a spur of the mountains, and 
from these frostless valleys to regions 
of heavier snowfall than are found else- 
where in the United States, implies but 
the ascent by rail of the Sierra Neva- 
das. In these fertile valleys you have 
perennial flowers; in the mountains, Ice 
carnivals and snow shoes. 

From a little below Mount Shasta, 
which is about the latitude of Bridgeport, 
Conn., down to San Diego, which is about 
the same latitude as Savannah, Ga., is a 
vast stretch of fertile country capable 
of growing sweet oranges. But the or- 
ange region par excellence {gs the 
region between santa Cruz and 
San Diego and extending  east- 
ward to the foothills of the mountains. 
The center of this orange district 18 
Riverside—a new and beautiful little city 
that has sprung up within the past few 
years. Here frosts are quite unknown 


days or weeks the place grows upon us 
and generally the more we see of it the 
better we like it. When we return east we 
miss the genial and equable «limate and 
are apt to long for the beautiful Jans- 
scapes and mountain scenery. The result 
usually is that one is likely to&@ome back 
here and in most instances to become a 
Californian in sentiment if not by actual 
residence. After getting well acquainted 
with it most people become fascinated 
with the place and, like our own At- 
fantans, cannot bear to hear any one 
speak ill of the virile city and its beautt- 
ful surroundings. 


Some Bits of History. 

From the time that Cortez made his 
cruise about the capes and inlets of Mexi- 
co in search for the capital of Kherges 
Khan, down to the missionary expedition 
of Junipero Serrd ! 1768, there had boen 
no attempt to exfYore or colonize what js 
now upper California. As early as 1579 
Sir Francis Drake, the English freebooter, 
sailed up the coast in search of Spanish 
treasure ships and passed by the great 
harbor of San Francisco without seeing 
it or even suspecting its existence—so 
completely is it obscured and land-locked 
by islands and headlands. But On his 
return vovage he did find a snug little 
harbor not far off. to which he gave his 
name. Here he landed, took possession in 
the name of his sovereign, called the 
country “New Albion’’ from its fancied 
resemblance to the chalky cliffs of his na- 
tive shores, and held the first Protestant 
service on the Pacific coast. Think of a 
notorious pirate, the terror of western 
waters, reading the Episcopal ritual and 
repeating the Lord’s Prayer in the pres- 
ence of a few gaping and astonished In- 
dians. And vet I am told there stands 
somewhere in the thousand-acre park of 
the Golden Gate a stone cross in com- 
memoration of the event. 

The first Spanish mission settlement was 
established at San Diego, a little north 
of what ts now the Mexican border line. 
The next was at Monterey, about a hun- 
dred miles south of San Francisco. And 
nbout midway between the two soon arose 
the mission settlement of San Buenaven- 
tuTa, 

Some one asked the governor general] 
(whose name is perpetuated in that of 
the Texas meétropolis) if the good St. 
Francis, the founder of their religious 
order, was not to have a mission dedi- 
cated to him? To which tthe wiley politl- 
clan discreetly replied: “If the good St. 
Francis wants a mission, let his spirit 
direct us to a port where it may be es- 
tablished.” The desired spot was after- 
wards found on the southeastern shore of 


fhe great bay, whereon the city of San 


Francisco now stands, but whether the 

ghost of St. Francis directed the ex- 

ploring party hither is not of record. 
Converting the Indians. 

This was as late as the memorable year 
of 1776; but the Spanish padres knew 
nothing of the events that were already 
transpiring on the far-away Atlantic 
shore,

The Days of ‘49. 

By the treaty of 1848 California became 
American territory, and scarcely had the 
exchange of ratifications been made when 
& young man of the name of Marshall, 
an employee of Cuptain Sutter, discov- 
ered gold in large quantities on a tribu- 
tary of the Sacramento river. When the 
report of his discovery was confirmed by 
the shipment of large quantities of the 
coveted dust to the then little town of 
San Francisco, there was a wild scram- 
ble to the spot. @ news soon spread 
to the four corners of the world and 
never since the crusades of the middle 
ages was there such a movement of eager 
humanity. 

The city of San Francisco, Nke Jonah’s 
gourd, was the growth of a night as it 
were. It was a city of tents and shanties, 
filled with the most cosmopolitan popu- 
lation the world had ever seen. Hardy 
Americans from the eastern states braved 
the arid desert or the still more deadly 
changes of the isthmus, to reach here, 
Mexicans, Chillans, Peruvians, Kanakas, 
Hawaiians, Australians, WPuropeans—all 
flocked hither. ‘There was a confusion 
of tongues that rivalled old Babel. 
Bayard Taylor, who came here in 1849 
as. correspondent of a New York paper, 
itemizes some of the rents during that 
exciting year. A little cheaply built wood- 
en hotel yielded a hundred thousand dol- 
lars a year, half of which was paid by 
gamblers. A canvas tent less than 20 
feet square, known as “E] Dorado,” rent- 
ed to gamblers for $3,000 a month. And 
wages and provisions were proportion- 
ately high. It was a carnival of extrava- 
gance, profligacy and crime. 

“Do you see that old building over 
there?’”’ The speaker was Colonel Fitch, 
the veteran journalist, now far advanced 
in the eighties. ‘‘Well, that was the 
headquarters of the world-famous Vig!- 
lence committee of 1850. I had the honor 
to be one of the promoters and members 
of that association. Some four hundred 
of us had determined to have order and 
some security for life and property at 
any cost. And we had it! We hanged 
three desperados the first week, and 
kept it up till order was restored.’’ 

It was the spirft of the Anglo Saxon 
race asserting itself against misrule, an- 
archy and crime, but of course in open 
defiance of constituted authority. And 
as we walk those beautifut hillside streets 
today and gaze in admiration upon its 
palatial mansions and massive business 
houses, and mingle with its polite and 
cultured people,, we can hardly realize 
that San Francisco was what it was only 
fifty years ago, or that men still living 
have witnessed its growth from a dirty 
and disorderly little village to a great 
and wealthy metropolis.

To the south G@orgian the wiregrass 
section of the state appears the mos<t 
delightful section of the country. He 
has, indeed, much to he thankful for and 
the temptation is to Indulge In the ease, 
that lavish inheritance and the compara- 
tively small need of exertion to secure 
the actual necessaries of life, spreads as 
a pitfall before earth’s most fortunate 
anes. 

The natural resources are vast and va- 
ried, and the far-reaching possibilities of 
its unexcelled reSoufces hold wealth for 
the possegsors and business stimuli for 
the state at large. 

The pineywoods or wiregrass region cf 
Georgia covVe™s an afea o? 10,000 square 
miles and imclude fhe counties of Tatt- 
nall, Emahuel, Telfair, Coffee, Appling, 
Effingham, Wilté¥, Trwin, Berrien, 
Iowndes. Thomas, Decatur, Miller, 
Mitchell and others. The surface {s gen- 
erally level, at places slightly undulat- 
tng. underlafd by sandstone in some 
places, which, along etreams, juts out 
into bold bluffs. 

The soil is finé and sandy, witb a sub- 
soil of yellow sand, largely underlaid by 
a red clay. These lands without much 
fertilizers yield on the average 500 
pounds of seed cotton and |I5 hushels of 
corn to the acre. The wiregrass section, 
beginning in the eastern part of Lowndes, 
Colquitt and Irwin and extending to fhe 
Savannah river, or nearly so, is not quite 
so fertile as that {n southwest Georgia, 
but the habits and occupations of the 
people are similar and form quite a cOn- 
trast to those of the north Georgian. 

What has distinguished the people of 
Gouth Georgia more tfiin any ather one 
thing is the genuine hospitality displayed 
on every hand, and the generous contri- 
butions made to every reasonable appe‘l. 
To the storm-strickan city of Gaines- 
ville last year, when over [00 lost their 
lives and about 2.000 were left without 
employment, the records will show that 
south Georgia was more generous in 
meeting the demands of the situation 
than other portions of the state. To the 
Gordon monument fund the people have 
responded also with the same character- 
istic celerity and generosity. And no 
county of the state has a better record 
of prompt response to appeals from the 
rest of the state than Mitchell. 

How the County Lies. 

This Goufty is bounded on the north by 
Dougherty; on the east by Worth and Col- 
quitt, on the south by Thomas and De- 
ecatur and on the west by, Baker. The 
Flint river makes a western boundary 
and besides being deep enough to afford 
steamboat navigation, provides with its 
tributariés fdr an advantageous natural 
dratnage. A branch of the Atlantic Coast 
Line raflway passes through the county. 

Judge Bush Farms. 

Mitchell county has the greatest va- 
riety of crops and inexhaustible stock pas- 
tures ag well as extensive timber and 
naval stores resources, the large Bush 
farms, on which are operated !40 plows. 
These farms are the property of Judge. J. 
A. Bush, one of the leading farmers of 
the state, who has contributed largely to 
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the development of farming lands in south 
Georgia, and are worked mostly through 
the tenant and ‘‘cropper’’ system by 
modern and improved machinery and the 
lands are being built up each year by 
common and home-made fertilizers, the 
yield being very much above the average 
of the county’s farms. 

The number of farms each year vary 
with the supply of available families that 
are acceptable, but usually there are 
seventy families, each having in charge 
a farm, either on shares or as a tenant. 

A certain number of cows, hogs, sheep 
and goats belong to each farm and the 
tenant or “cropper’’ in charge, unlike 
Jacob of old, who got only the streaked 
and pied of the increase, is given one-half 
in his own name. The same rule is in 
force in the division of the crop, except 
that the landlord bears one-half of- the 
expenses for seed, fertlizers and feed for 
the actual work stock. 

By the liberal advances made by Judge 
Bush and the care he exercises in select- 
ing his farmers he is able to keep per- 
manently ‘the help he desires and requires 
to raise what he necessarily needs. If one 
of his “croppers” allows his corn and 
meat supply to run out before éthe end of 
the season he js reminded that such must 
not become a second occurrence under 
penalty of losing his place. 


Average Production. 

The principal -crops of Mitchell are 
corn, cotton, sugar cane, peanuts and 
melons. Some attention is also being given 
the grow!Ing of peaches and grapes, 
though for the last few years freight 
rates have been so high as to check the 
melon and fruit industry to some extent. 

The average production to the acre un- 
der ordinary methods of cultivation Is: 
cotton. one-half pale; corn, 15 busNels; 
sea island cotton, one-fourth bale, or 110 
pounds lint; oats, 25 bushels; rice, 30 
bushels: Irish potatoes, 75 to 100 bushels; 
sweet potatoes, 150 bushels; peanuts, 35 
bushels: sugar cane sirup, 300 gallons. 

The value of the peach, melon and 
grape crop for 1903 was about $30,000. 

Although about 60 per cent of the lands 
of the county is still well timbered, it 
can now be bought at remarkably low 
cest considering its producing value and 
the general development and improve- 
ment of country life. At present the 
annual output of lumber ts 20,000,000 su- 
perficial feet, at $10 the thousand feet. 
There are ten saw mills in the county 
and twelve turpentine stills. 


Pecan Growing at Baconton. 

At Baconton, in Mitchell county, are 
extensive pecan orchards that have, be- 
sides Teturning._the owners a reasonable 
profit, demonstrated still greater results 
in the adaptability of south Georgia soil 
to the growth of pecans. The groves 
around Baconton, including’ the orchards 
n the lower portion of Dougherty, em- 
brace about 1,500 acres, and the quality of 
the nuts are said ito be superior to those 
of Spalding, Hancock and Richmond 
counties. The whole of Mitchell is well 
suited to pecan culture and the industry 
promises to become one of still wider in- 
terest, 

Large Profits in Sugar. 

Sugar cane for sirup is becoming a fa- 
vored crop wherever it can be grown 
It returns the farmer a better dividend 
than any investment he can make, a re- 
sult made possible by the improved meth- 
ods now obtaining in its manufacture. 

Perhaps a showing made by J. B. 
Wight, one of the largest Sugar cane 
growers and sirup manufacturers of Geor- 
gia, will prove of interest in reviewing 
this industry at this time. From the 
standpoint of profit, he says: 

“T gpeak from the standpoint of one who 
has been intimately associated with the 
growing of sugar cane all his life, and 
whose chief business fs now the making 
of sirup. My representations of the in- 
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dustry, too, will be from average condi- 
tions ag they exist in southwest Georgia; 
conditions, however, that can be duplicat- 
ed in the greater parts of south Georgia, 
south Alabama, south Mississippi and al- 
most all of Florida.

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estimate of cost is tOo much; and the 
selling price of sirup fs below rather than 
above the average of the last three years, 
Many farmers who have no cane mill of 
their own get a neighbor to make their 
sirup for them. In this case the grower 
delivers the cane at the mill, while the 
mill owner performs all the labon of 
mbnufacturing, each paying for the bar- 
r€éls to contain hig share of the product. 
The grower receives as his part three- 
fourhs of the sirup made, and the man- 
ufaeturer one-fourth. The account then 
Stands ag follows: 

“Cost of making and delivering cane 
to mill as above, $40; 9% empty barrels at 
$1.10 each, $10.73. Total] cost, $50.73. 

Camilla County Seat. 

At Camilla, the county seat of Mitchell, 
and one of the most prosperous small 
towns in Georgia, is the large and ex- 
cellent plant of the Camilla Oil Mil) Com- 
pany. It represents an investment of 
$45,000, contains an electric lighting 
plant which suppiles the ec:ty with elec- 
tric Nghts and is operated in connection 
with the ginneries of the Mitchel] County 
Fertilizer and Gin Company. The latter 
contains sixteen upland cotton gins, with 
a capacity of 150 bales daily, and eight 
sea island cotton gins, capable of ginning 
ten bales a day. The latter in 1900, 
when the sea island cotton crop of Mitch- 
ell county amounted to 5,000 bales, one- 
tenth of the entire crop of the United 
states, ginned 3,500 bales. This cotton 
1s worth from 20 to 30 cents a pound, 
and when the price of long staple cotton 
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is ruined by the enormous crops of 
Texas, it Is extensively planted, and the 
Mitchell county farmer is secured a 
profit, no matter how Texas and the west 
crop turns ont. 

Camilla is a beautiful city, has a bank 
with a capital stock of $25,000, all paid 
in, with deposts aggregating $75,000! 
about forty flourishing mercantile estab- 
lishments, and contains all leading de- 
nominations, with commodious houses of 
worship. The Methodist church cost 
$10,000. The schools belong to the ecom- 
mon schoal system of the state, the 
fund of which is supplemented by a 
yearly amount raised by local taxat/on, 
sufficient to make a term of nine months 
free to all.

Three years ago there were only two or 
three Endeavor societies tin all Bragfl. 
There are now twenty-five, with almost 
a thousand members. The first state con- 
vention, recently held at Sao Paulo, was 
inspiring and enthusiastic. Thirteen of 
the fifteen societies in the state were 
represented. 

Rev. E. de Carvalho Braza, president 
of the nationa! union, presided at the 
opening meeting, and one of the principal 
speakers was Professor Manuel] Jose de 
Franca, Jr., head of the government 
schools of Sorocaba. General Secretary 
Etfezer dos Sanctos Saraiva, who is also 
president of the state union, made a 
stérring address on the 10 per cent in- 
crease campaign. The devotional meet- 
ings were led by representatives of the 
local societies, and many short prayers 
and testimonials were made by dele- 
gates. 

In the churches of Sao Paula in which 
there are Christian Endeavor societies 
special sermons on Christian Endeavor 
were preached. Monday, Scptember 7, 
was the anniversary of Brazil's political 
independence, andgp@ meeting was held 
for prayer for the government and pa- 
triotic sentiment and suggestions. The 
delegates then took electric cars and 
visited the Ypiranga monument, about 3 
miles from the city, marking the spot 
where Emperor Pedro I proclaimed the 
iNdependence of Brazil. .

Easter Lesson. 


ASTER lilies are silver trumpets 

announcing the joyous festival of 

ithe Christian year. The universal 
heart gladly responds to their Summons 
and makes its pilgrimage to the empty 
tomb near to Calvary. There immortal 
hope is rekindled, and the world’s Dead 
March changes to a Hallelujah chorus, 
Hai] to Easter! 

Our first meditation 1s naturally upon 
the entombment. It ghould be noted that 
the deepening gloom in which the life of 
Jesus closed is relieved by several Ssig- 
nificant incidents. Loyal affection pro- 
vided Him with a suitable room in which 
to eat the lest meal with His disciples. 
An angel supported Him in Gethsemane; 
Herod, Pilate, and the Centurion affirmed 
His innocence. His disciples, with the 
women and his mother stood near enough 
to the cross for the sufferer to see their 
tears. But the climax of these mitigating 
incidents is reached in the attention 
which the dead body of Jesus received. 
It would have gratified His implacabie 
enemies if no discrimination had been 
made between the body of Jesus and the 
malefactorgs with whom He had deen cru- 
cified; if His corpse, like theirs, could have 
been rudely tossed into some adjacent 
pit. From such dishonor the body was 
unexpectedly rescued, and, according to 
prophecy, a grave made for Him with the 
rich, 

Joseph of Arimathea—a man of rank, 
wealth, influence, a Sanhedrist, but no 
sharer in the foul crime of the illegal 
condemnation of Jesus—suddenly throws 
off the mask of secrecy, and, to the sur- 
prise of his last associates, reveals him- 
self a disciple. He goes still further, and, 
penetrating to the presence of Pilate, 
eaekg the privilege of doing the last offices 
for the Crucified. 

The procurator would not hesitate to 
grant such a small boon to the body of 
One whose puTe and lofty spirit had not 
failed to make its impress wpon even his 
materialistic nature. He only expresses 
surprise at the early death of Jesus, anc, 
calling the centurian who presided at 
Calvary, has the report officially con- 
firmed, thus unconsciously adding an im- 
portant link to the irrefragable chain of 
evidence as to the resurrection of Jesus. 

Joseph, clothed with an authority which 
it would be idle to dispute, leaves Pilate's 
presence. His servants are waiting for 
him in the court yard of the palace. To- 
gether they hasten to the scene of the 
crucifixion. Nicodemus, hearing of Jo- 
seph’s mission to Pilate, is moved by the 
illustrious example to cast off his dis- 
guise also; and providing himself with 
myrrh and aloes, such a quantity as would 
serve for a kingly burial, he sped his 
way with his attendants to Calvary. 

The nails may have been drawn, the

body lowered, and the cross left stand- 
ing, as it is usually depicted in the 
masterpieces; or the cross may have been 
lifted from its socket, and laid upon the 
ground, and the body detached. However 
that may be, the body is probably laid 
upon the bier which hag been brought 
for the purpose, covered with a sneet, 
and lifted to the shoulders of tNMe ser- 
vants. Joseph and Nicodemus—noble 
mourners—follow in that funeral proces- 
sion unparalleled. The distance is very 
short to Joseph’s new rock-hewn tomb 
in the garden near to Calvary. 

In the cool vestibule of the sepulcher 
the bier is set down. Water is brought 
from some neighboring pool or fountain. 
That precious casket of clay so marred, 
is laved with sacred care. The brow, lac- 
erated by the thorny crown, the back 
corrugated by the merciless scourge, the 
wounded hands and _ feet, the pierced 
sides, the blood-clots and death-sweat, 
all dissolved and washed away, and the 
body ‘thoroughly dried, they begin to 
swathe the limbs and torso With broad 
linen bands, sprinkling copiously the pow- 
dered spices in every fold. Last of all, 
they cover that sereneand holy counten- 
ance, imprinting it, no doubt, with a kiss 
of undying affection. The task being fin- 
ished, they carry the enswathed body 
from the antechamber to the grotto, and 
lay it gently upon its stony berth in the 
wall. All having come out of the crypt, 
eut one thing remains to be done—the 
rolling of the great millstone against the 
door of the sepulcher, and the placing 
against it in turn of te lesser stone. 

So the body of Him who made earth 
and sky is entombed. Through the Pass- 
over Sabbath that holy form rests on 
its rocky couch, embalmed in the fra- 
grance of the flowers of the garden, as 
well as unguent’s love had provided. On 
the dawn of the Sabbath the fear which 
had grown insupportable drove the San- 
hedrists to Pilate again. It was hard 
for him to concede the request which 
they had made concerning the man still 
living, but to one to whom death ended 
the petition concerning one already 
seemed a matter of entire Indif- 
ference. With a toss of the head he bade 
them do as they pleased with a dead 
body. Thus another link was forged in 
the chain of evidence, for their lives were 
the forfeit of it if the seal was broken, 
or the body removed. The record is 
charmingly artless. It is transparently 
true. The women, not knowing how com- 
plete the embalment had been, at the 
very earliest hour practicable take addi- 
tional spices and run to the sepulcher. 
They are so precipitate that they forget 
the heavy stone which would make their 
the tomb impossible. Had

Tolstwi and His Problems. 

A paragraph in Mr. Maude's preface 
gives the raison d‘tre ef his book: 

“Being the only Englishman who, in 
recent yeal’s, has had the advantage of 
intimate personal intercourse, cont:/nued 
Over a period of some years, with Tol- 
stoy, I hardly. need an excuse for trying 
to share with others some of the re- 
sults he helped ‘me to reach.” 

Another paragraph of the preface states 
the substance as well as the purpose of 
the essays: 

“Each essay in this volume expresses, 
in one form or other, To!stoy’s view of 
life; and the main object of the book {s 
not to praise his views, but to explain 
them. H.'s positions not being final revel- 
ation of the truth attainable by man, 
may and should be subjected to criticism 
and to reexamination from other points 
of view. But a necessary preliminary to 
profitable criticism ts comprehension; and 
this necessary prelim.naryv having here- 
tofore, in relation to Tolstoy’s works, 
been very frequently neglected, my first 
aim is clearly and simply to restate cer- 
tain fundamental principles with which 
he has dealt. Seven of the essays deal 
directly with Tolstoy and his writings, 
the other three util.ze his teaching more 
indirectly.”’ 

The seven essays dealing directly with 
the Russfan philosopher comprise what 
the author calls ‘‘¢ Short Biography of 
Tolstoy,’’ but which is a record of spir- 
itual development as well as of the facts 
of personal history; “Talks with Tol- 
stoy,’’ upon great men and upon great 
problems which these men had assistea 
‘in solving, in particular our American 
reformer, Henry George, and the land 
question; ‘“‘Tolstoy’s Teaching” in gen- 
eral, upon non-resistance; his specific 
views upon art, etc. Three of these es- 
says are intended as introductions and 
interpretations to Eng:ish and American 
readers, of three books of Tolstoy: 
“What is Art,’’ ‘“‘Resurrection’’ and “The 
Slavery of Our Times.”’ 

There are. finally, three essays 
ing Mr. Maude’s own views 
themes, but reflecting so truly the spirit 
of his Russian master that they are 
very properly included in the volume. 
They discuss “The Tsar’s Coronation,” 
and the ideas it typified; “Right and 
Wrong,” a “confession” as personal in
